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MEDICINE IN WAR 


NE of the most serious mobilization 

problems to face any arm or service 
of the Army is that which will have to be 
solved by the Medical Department in time 
of war. 

Every officer that 
whether medical, dental, veterinary, 
medical administrative or sanitary, must 
possess high professional skill. For the en- 
listed personnel, too, the percentage of 
skilled men who must hold ratings is prob- 
ably higher than in any other branch of 
the Army. And such officers and men 
must be procured immediately upon a 
mobilization, for even if—like in °17 
our troops do not fire a shot for months, 
there is going to be sickness or injuries 
among the large body of men brought to- 
gether. Add to these inevitable medical 
cases the casualties which would occur in 
early action, and the magnitude of the 
burden which would be thrown upon the 
Medical Department at the outset of war 
hecomes apparent. 

In one way, the officer problem is much 
less perplexing than that of the enlisted 
man. Thanks to the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps the Army on 1 July 1939 had avail 
able 23,826 Medical Department Reserve 
Officers, of which about four-fifths are 
Medical, the rest Dental, Veterinary, Med 
ical Administrative and Sanitary Corps. 
Though the work of those officers is highly 
complex, their civilian training is in most 
cases complete preparation for military 
service except for necessary instruction in 
problems peculiar to military medicine. 

When it is remembered that the Pro 
lective Mobilization Plan (19389 version) 
requires only 14,278 Medical Department 
ificers, it is apparent that the ORC meets 
adequately the early numerical require 
nents for commissioned personnel. 

And this is true despite the almost infi 
tite number of jobs to be filled because 
almost every military medical job has its 
dvilian counterpart, and through the 
ORC, the Army is able in most cases to 
locate in peace time its doctors, dentists, 
epidemiologists, nutritionists, entomolo 
fists, optical experts, pathologists, chem 
ists, microphotographers, hospital archi 
tects, and the many dozens of other ex- 
lerts needed. 

But the enlisted problem is not so sim- 
tly solved. There is no enlisted reserve 
of the type needed; the Medical Depart 
hent has no authority to locate and en- 
roll in a reserve the enlisted specialists it 
heeds, 

The Navy does maintain such a reserve. 
Resides its Organized Reserve (which is 
‘counterpart of the National Guard) it 
has a Volunteer Reserve, open to enlisted 
nen, the members of which, unless they 
‘specifically desire and ask for active duty 
(raining, constitute merely a roster 

To meet this problem in part, the Medi 
‘al Department had asked the Red Cross 
0 set up a roster of enlisted specialists 
‘imilar to the roster of nurses that or- 
stnization has maintained since 1911 and 
the list of dieticians it has maintained 
Since 1917.

All Types of National 
Guard Units Revamped 


Reorganization of four types of Na 
tional Guard units, announced this week 
by the National Guard Bureau, climaxed 
a general program of gradual revamping 
of units throughout the United States. 

Changes in organization were made this 
week for harbor defense coast artillery 
regiments, field artillery regiments, 155 
mm gun regiments (Coast Artillery), and 
the 111th Cavalry, which was converted 
to an anti-aircraft regiment. 


Last week the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 


announced new tables of organization for 


infantry regiments and reassignment of 
two New Jersey National Guard field ar 
tillery regiments. 

Within the last year, 
anti-aircraft regiments, of medical regi 
ments, of cavalry division staffs, of the 
photo section of observation squadrons, 
and several other units has been an 
nounced. 

Some of these changes have been in 
spired by similar reorganizations in the 
Regular Army, the revamping of the in 
fantry and field artillery regiments being 
examples, Other reorganizations were 
undertaken to correct: duplications and 
faulty organizations in the National 
Guard, to build up anti-aircraft units, and 
because of expansion of the National 
Guard. 

As a result of the

Navy Dept. Reorganization 
vg toward a partial reorganization 


of the Navy Department were taken this 
week both by Secretary Edison and by 
the special subcommittee of the Tlouse 


Naval Affairs Committee. 

Secretary Edison ordered the transfer 
from the Bureau of Ordnance to the Bu 
reau of Construction and Repair, which 
in effect means to the jurisdiction of the 
Coordinator of Shipbuilding, “all matters 
relating to such armor, ballistic steel, 
special treatment steel, ete., as form part 
of the hull structure of naval vessels or 
are rigidly attached thereto, except that 
all proof testing shall remain under the 
cognizance of the Bureau of Ordnance.” 

Representative Darden, chairman of 
the Reorganization Subcommittee, intro 
duced a modified bill, which seemingly 
represents the extent to which President 
Roosevelt desires legislation at this Con 
gZress.

followed the testimony of Capt. C. W. 
Kischer, (CO), USN, Director of Shore 


Mstablishments, given 8 March before the 
Reorganization Subcommittee in which he 
predicted that economies and greater ef 
ficiency would result from the creation of 
an office of the Chief of Shore Establish- 
ments, paralleling the office of Chief of 
Naval Operations, as proposed by Seecre 
tary Edison. Following his testimony the 
subcommittee adjourned and will not 
meet again until next month. 

The bill introduced by Representative 
Darden provides for the abolition of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair and 
the Bureau of Engineering and the trans- 
fer of their functions to a new bureau, 
the Bureau of Ships. The bill also creates 
the office of Special Assistant to the See 
retary of the Navy, such assistant to be 
“charged with coordinating the industrial 
activities of the naval shore establish 
ments. The bill defines the power of the 
Chief of Naval Operations in this word 
ing, “The Chief of Naval Operations shall, 
under the direction of the Secretary of 
the Navy, be charged with the operations 
of the fleet, with the preparation and the 
readiness of plans for its use in war, and

Orders were issued this week sending 
additional units South to participate in 
the Corps and Army Maneuvers, training 
and concentration for which are nearing 
completion. 

It was announced this week that the 
concentration of the IV Corps will be 
held at Ft. Benning, Ga., between 8 and 
18 April, while the IV Corps “~~ y uvers 
will follow, being scheduled for 15 to 27 
April. Concentration of the IX Corps 
will begin 27 April. 

Secretary of War Woodring is expected 
to stop over at the Ft. Benning maneuver 
area when he goes South shortly for a 
visit. It is also possible that President 
Roosevelt may take one of his visits to 
Warm Springs, Ga., as occasion to see the 


progress of training at Ft. Benning. 
Air Graduates to 3rd Army 


It is planned that upon graduation from 
the Air Corps Training Center at Ran 
dolph Field, Tex., the present class of 
225 Air Corps cadets now undergoing 
training there will be assigned to ground 
units of the Third Army for approximate 
ly three weeks’ temporary duty during 
the forthcoming maneuvers. 


The purpose of this action, it was 
stated at the War Department, is to 
familiarize these newly commissioned 


officers with the operations, tactics and 
technique of the ground forces during 
field maneuvers and thus give them the 
practical military background and experi 
ence essential to a full and complete 
understanding of the operations of the 
ground forces with which they must oper 
ate in actual combat. Bight of the gradu 
ates are second lieutenants of the Regular 
Army and the remaining 217 will be com 


missioned in the Air Corps Reserve. Ut is 
contemplated that the class will leave 
Randolph Field about 24 March and be 
relieved from duty with the Third Army 
about 19 April.

“Pershing was right,” declares the Nashville, Tenn., Banner, “As he predicted, 
the terms of that armistice did not enforce the objective of that war's settlement. 


War was not ended by it.... 


“No American better knows the full facts of these things than does Pershing.

vainst its better judgment, toward Kuropean interests again. When Europe rolls its

For America is moving, 


own dice in its own game, it is both dangerous and invariably costly to get in.” 


Agrees the Manchester, N. HL, Union, “History has amply sustained the predic- 


tions of General Pershing relative to the conclusion of the World War. . 


.. This pre 


diction was frowned upon by Lloyd George and Clemenceau as the arrogant inter 
ference of 2 military man with the decisions of statesmen, and these two leaders 
proceded to adjust matters in Europe so as to make its realization the more certain.” 


But, says the Durham, N. C., Merald, “The Pershing statement, published at this 
juncture, is certain to be taken up by Germany's enemies of today and used effectively 
to carry the day against those who are saying ‘this time there must not be a vindictive 
peace” Allof which probably means that this time the Pershing attitude will triumph 
if and when the question of an armistice arises, and that out of this war will come a 
pence more vindictive than any one at Versailles dared advocate.”

Ist Div. Units to Ft. Devens 

Transfer of Engineer and tank units 
from Ft. Devens, Mass., will make room 
for the units of the First Division which 
will go there for permanent station at 
the conclusion of the Third Army ma 
neuvers in the South. The Sth Engineers 
and the 3rd Battalion (less Co. Ty) 66th 
Infantry (L. Tank), formerly stationed 
at Devens will be transferred, respec 
tively, to Ft. Logan, Colo., and Ft. Ben 
ning, Ga. Replacing them on the post will 
be the 2nd Battalion, 26th Infantry, with 
battalion sections of Communications 
Platoon and Truck Platoon, all formerly 
stationed at Plattsburg Barracks, N. Y., 
and the Sth Medical Battalion, formerly 
stationed at It. Hoyle, Md. 

There are at Ft. Devens 15) barrack 
units with a capacity of about 125 men 
each, of which probably eight will be re- 
quired by organizations now on the post. 
These are grouped in three-story build 
ings of three or four units, of modern 
brick construction with central coal heat 
ing and gas water heating. 

Quarters 

There are three types of officers’ 
quarters on the post. Including the Com 
manding Officer's, there are 35 single sets, 
two story and attie, of modern brick con 
struction, coal furnaces and water heat 
Also there are eight single-floor 
apartments, six room, bath and kitehen, 
four in each building, central coal heat 
ing, gus water heating, modern brick con 
struction. The third type consists of 25 
duplex apartments, in bloeks of three ang 
five, modern brick construction, just com 
pleted, of stundard design recently 
started, 

There are no bachelor quarters, such 
officers how using duplex apartments and 
eating at the Officers’ Club, which is old 
but adequate, About 20 of the officers’ 
quarters will be in use by families of offi 
cers of departing units until quarters are 
furnished at new stations. 

Non-commissioned officer quarters are 
of two types, there being 25 single units, 
five room bungalow, modern brick con 
struction, coai heating, and gas water 
heating, and in addition 20 duplex apart 
ments, just completed, with central coal 
heating and water heating. All of 
these will be in use, About 15 sets will 
he vacated by NCO'’s of departing units 
when quarters are obtained at their new 
stations.

Which may be of interest) since while 


these are routine duties of divisional en 
gineers the conditions under which they 
were performed in this instance were less 
favorable than can ordinarily be expected 
and oa considerable degree of ingenuity 
on the part of all concerned was required 
in order that the division could be proper 
ly served. 

The problem of water supply for sev 
eral thousand men is always a difficult 
one but in this cave it was acute since 
the maneuver area was located ina semi 
arid section of the country. At Christine, 
in which vicinity the base camp of the 
division was located, the problem was 
comparatively simple. The city had a wa 
ter system consisting of an artesian well 
and distributing mains. The well produced 
approximately 1,600) gallons per hour, 
this water being free of colon baeeilli: but 
having high hardness content which made 
it passable but not extremely potable. 
The city distributing system consisted of 
cast iron pipe in the main part of town 
and galvanized iron pipe in the outlying 
sections and the system was in bad repair 
and contained numerous leaks. To one 
of the cast iron mains a 2-inch tap was 
made and the pipe run to overhead valves. 
Initially the trucks filled their ten gallon 
milk cans directly from these valves. 
However, a drop in pressure in the mains,

due to the increase in the 
leaks in the city’s distributing system 
itself caused by the freezing and thawing 
of the mains in the outlying sections 
required a change of plan. 

It was now found necessary to use the 
%SO milk cans of the Quartermaster Bat 
talion as a reserve to be filled in the off 
hours between nine in the evening and 
seven the following morning. In con 
junction with the use of these cans a 
schedule was published and the whole 
procedure speeded up to a point an in 
fantry regiment could draw, when on 
schedule, its fully supply three times a 
day, within a twenty minute period for 
each drawing. However this system like- 
wise had to be abandoned dve to the ever 
increasing number of leaks and drop in 
flow of the well. The method of drawing 
water was then changed to one of draw- 
ing it from a fire plug nearby and at a 
lower head. From this plug it was piped 
to a three thousand gallon canvas tank 
but, since this tank was below the level 
of the cans in the trucks, it was necessary 
to pump the water up to the cans using a 
small gasoline pump. By this means it 
was possible to keep the division fully 
supplied at this point for the rest of the 
month. 


Install Generators 

The installation and operation of th 
portable electric generating set in tl 
Christine maneuvers also furnished it 
teresting experience. The standard 
kilowatt gasoline-electric generating se 
was satisfactorily installed and operated 
at the base camp, Christine, Texas, for 
the entire maneuver period. Ordinaril 
the electrie generating set is require 
only to furnish adequate iumination for 
the division headquarters, ie. the com 
manding general, the sections of the ger 
eral and special staffs and the messag 
center these totalling approximate! 
seventy-five incandescent lamps of 40

varies from three to six hours daily but

The Air Corps has been greatly af 
fected by the new construction. Increased 
tumbers of personnel and increased num 
hers of airplanes have enabled the 1th 
Composite Wing-——-commanded by Brig. 
Gen. H. A. Dargue—to so reorganize its 
tactical units that there are now at both 
Albrook and France Fields an increased 
wumber of squadrons and a greatly ex 
panded administrative organization. 
Back in the States other air units as 
signed for Panama will come here when 
housing facilities are adequate or sooner 
if emergencies so demand. 

The Sth, 14th and 33rd Regiments of 
Infantry are now conducting maneuvers 
it scattered points in the interior of 
Manama.

Ft. Knox Housing Shortage 


With three new battalions of troops 
being ordered to permanent station at 


It. Knox, Ky., that will be faced 
With a serious shortage of housing. Un 
like most of the other posts involved in 
the program It, Knox retains all of the 
units now stationed there and will have 
to make room for the new troops due to 
arrive after the close of the Third Army 
Maneuvers, 

The new troops being sent to It. Knox, 
all Sth Division units, are: Tih Mougineer 
Battalion from Et. Logan, Colo.; 4th 
Medical Battalion from It. Benning, Ga., 
nnd Ist Battalion, Mth Field Artillery 
formerly stationed at Ft. Benjamin Ilar 
rison, Ind., except for Battery © which 
was formerly at Ft. Suelling, Minn. 

The only barracks now available for 
troops ordered there are old cantonments. 
About half of these have been occupied 
continuously since November Tl and 
were rehabilitated last fall for the ocenu 
pancy of the 19th and 2ist Mield Artillery 
Regiments during their organization and 
training. Without undue crowding these 
barracks are not sullicient to house all 
the troops ordered to this station. Some 
funds have been made available for 
temporary barracks, similar in type to 
those recently erected by the Air Corps, 
to house the balance of the troops ord 
ered there. No vehicular shelter exists 
for these troops at the present time but 
it is understood that funds will be made 
uvailable to erect temporary sheds for 
this purpose,

are insullicient to house the NCO's of the 
first three grades now stationed there, 
not counting those that lave been ord 


ered there, This is a serious problem, as 
there is no town of any size that could 
accommodate a great number of families 
within a radius of ten miles of the post, 
Funds have been requested to erect 
temporary NCO? quarters. 
Permanent officers quarter 
are inadequate for the needs of the pres 
ent garrison and many officers are now 
living in rehabilitated old) farm houses 
that were on the land when the Govern 
ment acquired it in TLS. These build 
ings are im most cases quite comfortable 
ond in some instances are preferred to 
the new permanent quarters, There are 
not suflicient quarters, however, to house 
all the officers of the proposed garrison, 
Mlizabethtown, sixteen miles distant, is 
the nearest town where housing suitable 
for ollicers on commutation is available, 
Recreation facilities at the station are 


numerous. There is a new War Depart 
ment Theatre of the type recently con 
structed on many posts, and this is aug 
mented in the summer by a large open 


air theatre. For the men there are regi 
mental and post leagues in baseball, soft 
ball, six man football, basketball, bowl 
ing, boxing and volleyball, Post teams in 
these sports compete with outside teams 


and in some instances in leagues with 
civilian teams. Enlisted men’s tennis 
tournaments are held, and more courts 
are building, which will Inerease the 


scope of this sport. There Is a large out 


door sWimming pool for enlisted men, 
There is a large gymnasium used for 
basketball, roller-skating, dances, thea 


tricals, ete. 

The NCO’s have a new and extensive 
country club of their own with its out- 
door swimming pool and tennis courts, 
In addition, the golf course and gun club 
(operated by the Officers’ Club) are 
available for use by NCO's, 

The Officers’ Club runs three establish- 
ments, namely the Central Mess, New 
Club, and the Country Club. The Central 
Mess is a large, rambling, frame structure 
built in 1918-19 as the Ollicers’ Club. It 
serves now as a hotel for transients, with 
au dining room, soda fountain, pool room, 
beauty parlor, two squash courts and a 
large dance floor on which are shuffle 
board and badminton courts. Families of 
summer training personnel live there and 
in the adjacent “squaw camp” and the 
social life of officers on summer training 
centers there. The New Club is a com- 
paratively small, permanent club build- 
ing comprising a dance floor, card room, 
tap room and kitchen. Because of its 
restricted size it is usually closed during 
the summer training season, 

The Country Club, just completed this 
spring, contains lockers, dressing rooms 
and showers for oflicers and ladies, two 
squash courts, und a salle d@armes, Up 
stairs is a lounge, bar and short order 
kitchen, and the top of the entire build 
ing is an open deck for summer use, 
Grouped around this country club is a 
sWinumning pool, tennis courts, and a golf 
course, of Which nine holes have been in 
play for several years and the other nine 
should be ready for play in another year, 

The post runs its own school, a fine 
new school building having been opened 
up this January. This school covers all 
grades from kindergarten through bigh 


school, 





Navy Selection Amendments 

llouse and Senate conferces on the 
amendment to the 1938 Navy Line selec 
tion act met yesterday for the first time 
this year but did not come to a tinal agree 
ment. They adjourned to meet again Mon- 
day, 1S March, 

Senator David I. Walsh, chairman of 
the Senate Naval Committee and senior 
conferees, said that several amendments in 
disagreement had been eliminated from 
controversy, that four amendments 
(which he declined to identify) remained 
to be resolved, and that on Monday, or 
soon thereafter, the conferees will come to 
jnagreement and permit enactment of the 
legislation, 

Ile stated that he has abandoned his 
stand against foreed attrition in the 
grades of rear admiral in the Navy and 
brigadier general in the Marine Corps, 
agreed to increase the attrition among the 
rear admirals of the Navy from eight to 
nine annually as proposed by the House, 
And that the conferees are attempting to 
work out a solution for the retention of 
nhout 25 fitted World War aviators, 

With regard to the Tlouse amendment 
Which would retain all fitted officers so 
designed between enactment of the bill 
and 3 June Td, he said that the con 
ferees have agreed to eliminate this 
amendment in the face of Presidential 
opposition, Ile pointed out that in the past 
several selection boards a great percent 
age of fitted officers have been retained 
nid said that the Navy has indicated to 
him that future selection bourds will re 
tain virtually all designated as 
fitted. 

He said that the conferees have agreed 
that officers designated as titted but not 
fo be retained should receive the pay of

It. Riley, Kans.—Corporal Eldor F.

Training will be aboard ship and will in- 
elude general deck, engineering or duties 
in which individuals are specialists. 

Enlisted men may be substituted for 
officers in the ratio of three men per ofli- 
cer, The training duty may be performed 
in one or more periods totalling not in 
excess of 14 days for any individual, Un- 
used time, in periods of less than 14 days, 
may be assigned to additional individuals. 

While no quotas are assigned for olli- 
cers and men, of the aviation component 
of the Naval Reserve, this is not intended 
to preclude such training. Individual re- 
quests for training with pay are solicited 
from officers and men of the aviation 
component and should be submitted to 
the Bureau of Navigation for action, This 
includes members of the Naval Com 
munication Reserve attached to, or asso 
elated with, aviation, squadrons. Within 
the limit of funds it is desired that all 
volunteer general aviation officers per- 
form annual training duty in order to ac- 
complish the prescribed flight syllabus.

Miss Mary Kearny of Richmond, Va., 
was the sponsor of the Kearny, named 
after Commodore Lawrence Kearny, a 
relative. 





Navy Allotments Restricted 

Changes in Article 1805(1), Navy Reg- 
ulations, restricting the types of allot- 
ments which may be made from pay of 
Navy personnel, were approved by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt on 2 March to take effect 
immediately for all new allotments. 

Allotments now in effect for purposes 
prohibited by the changed regulations 
may be continued, however, until expira- 
tion of stoppage, but not beyond the De- 
cember 1940: payment. 

The changed regulation prohibits allot- 
ments to repay loans or for making in- 
stallment payments. 

The text of the regulation, with added 
portions in italic type, follows: 

Hach person on the active list of the 
Navy, Marine Corps, and Navy Nurse 
Corps (female), each person on the re- 
tired list of the Navy, Marine Corps and 
Navy Nurse Corps (female) when on ac- 
tive duty, and each member of the Naval 
and Marine Corps Reserve ordered to aec- 
tive duty or to training duty for a period 
longer than three months, shall be al- 
lowed to allot such portion of his pay as 
he may desire for the support of his fam- 
ily or other relatives, for his own sav- 
ings, or for other similar proper pur- 
poses. Hcept in the case of payment of 
insurance premiums, and allotments to 


the Navy Relief Society, allotments for 
the purpose of repaying loans or for mak- 
ing installment payments of any kind, 
either directly or indirectly, shall not be 
registercd, and the grantor of the allot- 
ment shall certify over his signature on 
his request to register allotment that it 
is not registered for such a purpose. 
When a registering officer doubts that a 
requested allotment is for a proper pur- 
pose he shall submit the matter to his 
commanding officer for decision. 





Expansion Bill to Senate 

The Vinson Naval Expansion Bill, 
which provides for an eleven percent in- 
crease in the United States Navy, com- 
posed of 21 combatant and 22 auxiliary 
vessels, Was presented to the Senate 
Naval Committee for action late this 
week after having passed the House by a 
vote of 304 to 37 on Tuesday, 12 March. 

Debate on the floor of the House over 
the measure was centered chiefly on the 
provision for three additional aircraft 
carriers, but no serious opposition de 
veloped, 

The bill authorizes a 2-year naval 
building program of 167,000 tons of com- 
batant ships, or approximately a 11-per- 
cent increase in the combatant strength 
of the Navy. 

It authorizes an increase of 79,500 tons 
of aireraft carriers, 66,500 tons of eruis- 
ers, 21,000 tons of submarines, and 75,000 
tons of auxiliary vessels, 

It is estimated that this increased ton- 
nage of 167,000 combatant tons will pro- 
vide for 21 additional ships, at an esti- 
mated cost of $2372,750,000, to be laid 
down within 2 years and finished by 1945, 

The 75,000 tous of auxiliaries provided 
for in the bill will be approximately 22 
ships at an estimated cost of $183,000, 
OOO The 1,011 airplanes and 4 blimps, 
at an estimated cost of $99,152,270, mak- 
ing a total cost for the 21 combatant 
ships, the 22 auxiliaries, and the 1,011 
airplanes approximately $654,902,270, 

The Navy Department, in presenting 
the bill to the Naval Affairs Committee, 
recommended an increase of 25 percent, 
or an addition of approximately 400,000 
tons of combatant ships, which would 
have cost approximately $1,596,000,000, 
and which was to be a 5-year building 
program, This is a reduction of $941,- 
OO7,730, 

The committee, after a month’s hear- 
ing, reduced the same to an 11-percent 
increase and a 2-year building program. 








Gen. Holcomb At Parris Island 

Terminating his tour of inspection last 
week at the Marine Barracks, Parris 
Island, 8, C., the Major General Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps, General 
Ilolcomb, was warmly received by all 
ranks on the station. 

General Holeomb’s visit, of five days’ 
duration, included a minute inspection 
of the new barracks just occupied by re- 
cruits and Post Troops, the defense bat- 
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talion barracks on Parris Island, and 
Camp McDougal, the Hilton Head Island 
artillery range being developed for East 
Coast artillery units of the Fleet Marine 
Force. 

At the conclusion of his stay, the Major 
General Commandant was feted at a re- 
ception given on 12 March in his honor 
by Maj. Gen. J. ©. Breckinridge, USMC, 
commanding general of the station. 





Marine Officers Fight Fire 

Fire which last week completely 
destroyed the Beaufort, S. C., home of 
Samuel Hopkins Adams, noted American 
journalist and biographer of President 
Harding, gave Marine officers living in 
nearby apartments an opportunity to 
demonstrate their prowess as smoke- 
eaters, 

A detached winter cottage, Mr. Adams’ 
home was a part of Colony Gardens, a 
winter resort many of whose apartments 
are occupied by Marine officers from 
nearby Parris Island. When an over- 
heated flue sent flames into the walls and 
air-spaces, six officers ranging in rank 
from major to second lieutenant were 
among the first to arrive, and when the 
fire proved impossible to control, in com- 
pany with other neighbors they were able 
to remove most of the historian’s furni- 
ture and effects. All of Mr. Adams’ man- 
uscripts and personal papers were saved. 
Despite thick smoke which threatened 
several times to overcome persons with- 
in the structure, there were no injuries 
except for temporary lung and eye irri- 
tations. Since the resort is outside the 
city limits of Beaufort, no fire apparatus 
was sent, although flames and smoke 
could be plainly seen from the town. 

An amusing example of Service ca- 
pacities was vouchsafed when a telephone 
which had been saved intact from the 
burning building was immediately set up 
on a nearby tree, hooked in on another 
telephone-line and service resumed for 
the duration of the fire. 





Quantico FBI Barracks 

Disallowal by the House last week of 
$135,000 for completion of Federal Bureau 
of Investigation barracks at the Marine 
Barracks, Quantico surprised informed 
circles in the Navy and Justice Depart- 
ments, 

Although the PBL alreagly has partially 
complete rifie and pistol ranges as well 
as accomodations for personnel, the new 
barracks contemplated were to have pro- 
vided full facilities for training not only 
Government agents but members of the 
various police schools of instruction which 
the FBI carries on. In the event of war,

both barracks and ranges would consti- 
tute an considerable asset and addition 
to the Marine Barracks, with which all 
construction was harmonized and co- 
ordinated. 

The House's action, however, need not 
be final, it was observed, because the 
item may be restored in conference by the 
Senate as a part of the $90,000,000 defi- 
ciency bill to which it was originally 
attached. 





Naval Subcommittee to Panama 


A subcommittee of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee left Washington yes- 
terday on a twelve-day tour of naval de- 
fense installations in the Panama Canal 
Zone. The subcommittee will not only 
study existing and under-way projects, 
but will also view the defense problem 
from the broad aspect of acquiring out- 
lying naval bases as suggested by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt following his recent tour 
of the Zone. The question of increasing 
the defensive abilities of the Perlas group, 
lying in the Pacific just off the mouth of 
the Canal will be considered. 

The mission of the subcommittee is to 
acquaint the members with the strategie 
situation by personal inspection so that 
when the Navy Public Works Bill is con- 
sidered they will be able to justify it to 
the House. Chairman Vinson declined to 
specify the defense increases proposed, 
but said that they would be “substantial 
but not sensational.” 

The subcommittee is headed by Repre- 
sentative Colgate W. Darden, of Va., and 
is composed of Representatives Warren 
(i. Magnuson, of Wash., William 8S. Jacob- 
sen, of Iowa, Melvin J. Maas, of Minn, 
Sterling W. Cole, of N. Y., George J. 
Bates, of Mass., and William E. Hess, of 
Ohio.

HELPING TO CARRY OUT the task of augmenting the forces of National De- 
fense are some 500 retired officers of the Navy and 300 retired officers of the Army 
who voluntarily are leaving their established homes and returning to the active list. 
Thus the nation is to benefit from the vast mine of experience and years of training 
But the recompense should be commensurate 


represented in this body of officers, 
Because of the complicated system of 


with the service these officers will render. 
pay laws and court and Comptroller General’s rulings there will be numerous dis 
crepancies in their pay. All return to active duty in the grade they held on the re- 
tired list, but all do not receive the pay of their grade. In interpreting the liws the 
General Accounting office has held that grade or rank does not necessarily deter 
mine the pay to which an officer may be entitled, The result is that there are numerous 
instances where retired officers returning to active duty will receive the pay of a 
grade lower than that in which they hold rank and share responsibility with others 
of like grade. Furthermore, particularly in the case of naval officers, while the 
additional active duty may serve to increase the basis on which his retired pay will 
be computed such additional service will not be counted in arriving at the per- 
centage of pay to which he will be entitled when he returns to the retired list. In 
fairness to the officers voluntarily returning to active duty such inequities should be 
corrected, There is ample time to do so at this session of Congress. Another in- 
congruity evidenced in this use of retired officers is that under the Navy system forced 
retirements of regular active oflicers are continuing. Would it not have been better 
to have retained many of these able and efficient officers on the active list than to 
have forced them into retirement and later to recall them while at the same time 
forcing others onto the inactive list? It would seem wise for both services to retain 
capable officers in continuous service 


CONGRESS AND TILE NATION had sharply called to its attention this week 
the paltry pensions it gives to the bereft dependents of the members of its regular 
urmed forces, In accordance with its policy of naming destroyers after Navy heroes, 
the Navy selected the name Monssen for destroyer DD-436 in honor of the late Lieu- 
tenant Monssen who died ten years age. Lieutenant Monssen distinguished himself 
and added glory to the service and the nation when, in 1904, he entered a burning 
magazine on the USS Missouri through the scuttle and endeavored to extinguish the 
fire by throwing water with his hands until a hose was passed to him. For this 
deed of valor a grateful Congress voted him the Medal of Honor. As sponsor for 
the vessel which is to be honored with his name, the Navy Department turned to 
his widow Mrs, Sadie Monssen, But Mrs. Monssen was forced to decline. The $380 a 
month pension furnished her by the government precluded the expenditure of travel- 
ing expenses from her home in Brooklyn, New York, to the Puget Sound Navy Yard 
and return. The suggestion was made in Congress that the Navy fly her to the 
ceremonies, but before any action was taken the Navy League volunteered to pay 
the expenses. Fortunately, Lieutenant Monssen served in the Spanish-American War 
and it was such service that entitled his widow to the $30 pension. But for that fact, 
his death would have to have been traced directly to his service to receive any pen- 
sion at all and even then the rates would have been lower. While this individual case 
was brought dramatically to the publie’s attention, there are many others which 
should cause Congress to restudy the entire matter and afford better rates for service 
widows.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—There is peace now in northwestern Europe as a result of Fin- 
land’s capitulation, but President Roosevelt’s efforts to bring about a truce and a 
peace conference between the Allies and Germany seem as fruitless as in the past. 
To those who believed Finnish surrender would promote a general Kuropan appease- 
ment, the President himself, in a statement decrying the terms imposed upon the 
Helsinki Government, recalled that on 1 December he said: “It is tragic to see the 
policy of force spreading, and to realize that wanton disregard for law is still on the 
march.” Informed as he has been by his special representative, Sumner Welles, on 
the temper of the belligerent authorities contacted, the conclusion is drawn from this 
comment that he believes the war will continue. The revelation that his plans con- 
templated a truce of thirty days during which period the neutral powers, including 
the United States, would tender mediation, was made by Senator Pittman, Chairman 
of the Foreign Relations Committee of the Senate. His speech was approved by the 
State Department before its delivery. 

The terms imposed upon Finland by the Soviet Government mean the effectuation 
of the agreement of Hitler and Stalin for division of the control of the Baltic. Russia 
is now in a position to menace Sweden from three directions, from the naval and air 
base acquired at Hengoe and the islands adjacent thereto, by the railroad which Fin- 
land must construct across her waistline to the Gulf of Bothnia, and by the freedom 
of travel guaranteed across the unprotected Petsamo Region, bordering on the Arctic 
Ocean, Thus the Soviets have regained the position enjoyed by the Czarist Govern- 
ment before it was overthrown. So long as the relations of Hitler and Stalin remain 
friendly as at present, the Reich will have no difficulty in getting its supplies of iron 
ore and other materials from Sweden. 

There is reason to believe the Finnish peace was the inspiration of Hitler. He 
realized it was to his interest for a number of reasons to have the war of his associate 
terminated as quickly as possible. Among them were that the supplies needed by his 
troops and which Russia could furnish, might not be exhausted; that Russian weak- 
ness would not be more sharply exposed; that the Reich would not be threatened by 
war on two fronts; that Russia would be free to resist invasion in the Black Sea and 
Caucausian regions, and that German prestige might be enhanced, particularly among 
the smaller states. He cleverly timed his suggestion to Stalin with the move of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to induce him and the Allies to enter into negotiations for an armistice. 
Immediately following his conference with Welles, he sent his Foreign Minister to 
confer with the King of Italy and Mussolini and the Pope. One result of the con 
ference with the Italian leaders was an agreement by which Germany will endeavor 
to provide Italy with coal by rail. This was intended to show Germany’s concern for 
her Axis partner, but the British had anticipated it by releasing the colliers seized 
by their blockading force in exchange for an understanding that the Rome Government 
would cease its attempt to ship German coal. It is believed, too, that Herr von Rib- 
bentrop discussed the Welles Mission with the King and Mussolini in anticipation 
of the further conference which the President's representative is to have with the 
latter. It is not believed von Ribbentrop urged Italy to enter the war, but if he did, he 
failed, for Mussolini has reiterated that his Government will continue to maintain the 
status of non-belligerency. The call upon the Pope likewise availed little, although ad- 
mittedly the door has been opened to permit further discussions, which may result 
in better treatment for Catholics in Austria, Germany and Poland. 

It is evident from what has transpired that Hitler has sought to place upon the 
Allies responsibility for continuance of the war, Reports from London and Paris in- 
dicate the Governments there are willing to accept the responsibility. Yet they face 
a strengthened Hitler, strengthened by reason of the nervous peace which has come 
to Scandinavia, and by a freed Russia which can give closer attention to Rumania, 
Turkey and the Balkan States, It may well be that the revival of military operations 
with Japan in Outer Mongolia, may limit Stalin’s activities in Europe, but for the 
moment the Reich is profiting from the larger flow of supplies which will come from 
Russia, particularly of oil which can be transported by way of the opening Danube 
river. Again, there is the matter of prestige in the Balkans. The countries of that 
region, see in Finland the consequence of refusal to submit to demands made upon 
them, and in view of the disregard of promises of aid which the Allies gave to Czecho 
Slovakia, Poland and finally Finland, it would be natural for them to be more con- 
siderate of the nations which border upon their territory. 








Naval Observatory—The annular eclipse of the sun, 7 April 1940, will be visible 
as a partial esclipse in the central and eastern parts of the Pacific Ocean, all of North 
America except the northwestern part, Central America, the West Indies, the western 
part of the Atlantic Ocean and Columbia and Venezuela. The annular phase of the 
eclipse will be visible within a belt approximately 140 to 170 miles wide which will 
cross part of the Pacific Ocean in equatorial regions, Lower California, Northern 
Mexico, and the southern parts of Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi, and Alabama, 
Georgia, and northern Florida. The annular phase will occur late in the afternoon in 
these places and its duration will not exceed six minutes and 40 seconds at the 
maximum. 

In an annular eclipse the cone of shadow cast by the moon does not reach as far 
as the earth’s surface. As a result the moon cannot completely conceal the sun. Even 
during the annular phase the dark body of the moon may be seen projected against 
the solar disk, surrounded by a ring of light which is the uneclipsed portion of the 
solar surface. The solar corona is not visible during an annular eclipse because of 
the intensity of the light from the uncovered part of the sun which blots out the fainter 


coronal rays. 


Health of the Army—The Monthly Health Review from the office of the Surgeon 
General for the four weeks ending 27 Oct. 1939 states that the general rate of admis- 
sion to sick report reached a higher point than is usual during this month. Com- 
municable diseases remained at the five year level but injuries increased considerably 
over September. The incidence of injuries was, however, not as great as that of the 
five year average, 1934-1938, for this month. Common respiratory diseases and pneu- 
monia occurred at practically the same rate as generally prevails in October. The 
rate for these diseases was quite low in the First Corps Area and was considerably 
greater than elsewhere in the Third and Ninth Corps Areas. 

During the year 1 Oct. 1988—30 Sept. 1939, there were 305 cases of primary pneu- 
monia reported in the Army in the United States. There were 20 deaths, giving a case 





fatality rate of 6.6 percent. The number of cases in the C. C. C, during the same period 
was 985 with 53 deaths; the case fatality was 5.4 percent. The highest fatality rate 
in the Army was 22.2 percent, in the Third Corps Area. In the Fourth and Seventh 
Corps Areas there were 33 and 38 cases with no deaths. The percentages of the total 
strength of all cases of primary pneumonia, and of all primary pneumonia deaths, by 
corps urea. . 


Navy Changes—Capt. James A. Logan, head of the department of mathematics at 
the Naval Academy, this week was ordered to head the Post Graduate School at the 
Naval Academy, effective in April. Captain Logan will succeed Capt. G. V. Stewart, 
whose new orders have not yet been announced. Capt. Omar D. Conger (SC) now sup- 
ply and accounting oflicer at the San Diego Naval Air Station, will be relieved 1 April 
for duty on the staff of the commander, Base Force, as fleet supply oflicer, relieving 
Capt. John A. Byrne (SC), who will be relieved in May to become supply officer at 
Norfolk Navy Yard. 

Comdr. Roy Pfaff will be relieved from duty on the USS Boise about 3 June to 
become inspector of ordanance in charge of the South Charleston, W. Va., Ordnance 
Depot. Capt. Francis 8. Craven will leave the Naval War College in May to become in- 
spector of ordnance in charge of the Portsmouth, Va., Naval Ammunition Depot, 
Comdr. George P. Kraker will leave command of the USS Salinas in June to command 
the Hawthorne Depot. 

Capt. Damon Kk. Cummings, now commanding the USS Tennessee, will leave 
about 1 June, to become a student at the Naval War College. Comdr. Samuel P. Gin- 
der will be relieved as commanding officer of the Anacostia, D. C., Naval Air Station 
about 18 July to command the USS Curtiss when she is commissioned. 

Capt. John H. Hoover will be relieved as chief of staff and aide to the commander 
of Aircraft, Battle Force, in July to command the Alameda, Calif., Naval Air Station 
when it is established. 

Among the ollicers who have reported for duty in Washington, D. C., are Capt. 
If. W. Hill, who goes to Oflice of Naval Operations; Lt. Comdr. J. I. Taylor, who goes 
to the Hydrographic Office, and Lt. Comdr. M. B. Pemberton, who joins the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts. Lt. Comdr. George H. Williams (SC) has left Washington, 
where he was serving at the Navy Yard. 


Self Sealing Gas Tanks—There is no secret about the fact that the Army Air Corps 
has developed what it considers a highly effective leak proof gasoline tank. While the 
technical details are highly confidential it is understood that Maj. Gen. H. H. Arnold, 
chief of the Air Corps, in presenting the problem to the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee last week (as reported in the ARMy AND Navy JourRNAL of 9 March) also in- 
formed the Congressmen that we are well on the way to providing our combat planes 
with excellent defense against bullets which plow through the huge gas tanks and 
force ships down through loss of fuel. Close watch has been kept on the proving ground 
in Europe, where it is understood France and England have followed the German lead 
in protecting their fuel tanks by an inner layer of raw rubber. When bullets pierce 
such tanks the pressure of the fuel tends to close holes in the rubber and cut down the 
fuel loss and consequent danger of fire. While our method is secret it is known that 
various combinations of oozy and elastic rubber together with metal, fibre and vulea- 
nized rubber have been tested in laboratories to perfect a tank even more safe than 
the ones now in use in Europe. 


Navy Construction—Progress on construction of Navy vessels proceeded at a 
quickened pace during the 20-day period covered by the Navy Department’s last ship- 
building report, issued as of 1 March. Keels were laid on 1 March for 12 submarine 
chasers, PTC1 through PTC12, at Electric Boat Company, Groton, Conn. Electric 
Boat Company was awarded contract for these vessels, as well as for 10 motor torpedo 
boats, on 13 Dee. 1989. Keels of the latter group, ?T10 through P’T20, have not yet 
been laid. 

On 14 Feb, the Electric Boat Company laid the keel of the submarine Grampus 
which was ordered 15 June 1939. The destroyer O’Brien was commissioned 2 Marcb 
at Boston Navy Yard, and contract for the two light cruisers Cleveland and Columbia 
was placed with New York Shipbuilding Corporation early this month. 


National Rifle Matches—Regulations governing the 1940 National Rifle Matches 
at Camp Verry, Ohio, approved this week by the War Department, definitely establish 
the time for the matches as 18 Aug. to 7 Sept. The first week of this period, 18 to 23 
Aug. will be devoted to the rifle school. A radical change, however, will be made in 
the schedule for the last two weeks. The period 24 to 31 Aug. will be devoted to 
individual matches of all kinds, National Rifle Association and National, and the 
last week of the matches will be devoted to team matches of all kinds, NRA and 
National, with the National Rifle Team match as usual being held the last two days 
of the meet. In previous years, the second week was given over to NRA matches and 
the last week to National matches, with team and individual matches being mixed 
indiscriminately. 

Another important change is being made in eligibility requirements. Alternates 
will come under the same regulation as shooters, and will not be permitted to enter, 
if they have shot on three of the four matches preceding the 1940 matches. 

To assist State civilian rifle teams, ammunition for tryouts will be supplied by 
the government, and national match rifles will be supplied several months before 
the competitions begin. State civilian teams, if they desire, may bring a 14th man, & 
coach, to Camp Perry with them, thus putting them on an equal footing with Service 
teams. They may have not to exceed two members of the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
on each team. 

As reported in previous issues of the ArRMy AND Navy JourNAL, four matches 
will be held for the M-1 rifle. These matches will be NRA matches, held the second 
week of the meet. 

The Marine Consolation Trophy, awarded by the Coast Artillery Corps to the 
officer or enlisted men of the Marine Corps attaining the highest score in the National 
Individual Rifle Match, has been restored, CAC will award a cup and the National 
Rifle Board will supply a silver medal. 

Another change will be the elimination from scoring of shots in the “4” ring of 
the standard American pistol target. 


Bureau of Yards and Docks—Two million-and-a-half dollar contracts for impreve 
ment of Navy Yard facilities were awarded this week by the Navy’s Bureau 0 
Yards and Docks. Contract for dry dock No. 4, at Mare Island Navy Yard, totalled 
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$1,545,706. The dock will require 540 days to complete. A $1,326,666 contract for water- 
front development at the South Boston Annex of the Boston Navy Yard will require 
the same time to complete. 

Other large contracts awarded by the bureau were: superstructure of shop build- 
ing No. 16 at South Boston, $589,000, and sewage disposal plant at the new Alameda 
Naval Air Station, $96,830. 


Marine Corps—The First Marine Brigade, Fleet Marine Force, returned to Quan- 
tico 13 March, after two months of training exercises conducted in the Caribbean area. 
The ships conveying the homeward-bound Marines docked at Norfolk, Va., in the 
morning, and the marines returned to Quantico by rail. Aircraft One, Fleet Marine 
Force, returned to Quantico by air. 

The Fleet Marine Force sailed from Norfolk, Va., on 11 Jan. 1940, 


Signal Corps—Maj. Gen. Joseph O. Mauborgne, Chief Signal Officer of the Army, 
left Washington 14 March for a nation-wide tour of Signal Corps installations from 
which he will not return until 9 April. Col. Clyde L. Eastman, executive officer, was 
left as acting Chief Signal Officer. General Mauborgne will visit 4th Corps Area head 
quarters at Atlanta, 8th Corps Area headquarters at San Antonio, Ft. Bliss, the 
Army’s motion picture activities at Hollywood, 9th Corps Area headquarters at San 
Francisco, the Sacramento Air Depot, the Alaska communications system at Seattle, 
7th Corps Area headquarters at Omaha, 6th Corps Area headquarters at Chicago, 
and the aircraft radio laboratory at Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio. 

Award of a $21,530 contract for purchase of remote control equipment and spare 
parts Was approved this week by Assistant Secretary of War Louis Johnson, 


Morgenthau and National Defense—Serious thought is being given in Washington, 
particularly in informed circles in Congress, to the wisdom of the existing system 
under which Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau and his procurement committee 
have been given the power to influence so greatly the industry which produces out 
weapons of defense. The assigning to this group of the function of assisting the 
British and French in procuring munitions, particularly airplanes, in this country, 
appears to contravene the system set up after the World War under which the office 
of the Assistant Secretary of War would have charge of industrial mobilization, 
including procurement planning, coordination, and the allocation of various tasks 
for the Army and Navy to particular factories to assure speedy and eflicient opera 
tion for defense needs. The only functions previously performed for the Army and 
Navy by the Treasury’s procurement agency were the purchase of certain strictly 
commercial and non-military items. Highly technical items of ordnance and aircraft 
were left entirely to the men in the Army and Navy qualified to deal with them. 
However, when the British and French purchasing missions came to this country 
the President directed that Mr. Morgenthau and his agency coordinate their pur 
chases. 

It has been denied repeatedly that the system has resulted in delaying any de- 
liveries of airplanes to the services. Turning over new and advanced models to 
the foreign purchasers also is the subject of frequent discussion, but each time it is 
asserted that the model so released is a “production” 
is in prospect for our services.

Commenting on this the columnist Ernest Lindley, 
usually a White House supporter, said yesterday that “This policy seems to be wear 
ing suspiciously thin.” Quite naturally, the foreign buyers constantly seek to obtain 
the very best our industry can produce, but there are many in and out of Congress 
who feel that when our Army and Navy have spent government funds to develop an 
advanced model we should at least have the first opportunity to use it.

Army Industrial College—Two lectures are scheduled for the Army Industrial 
College this coming week. On 21 March Dr. Walter 8. Landis, vice president of the 


American Cyanamid Company, will discuss the “International Aspects of the Chem 
ical Industry.” On 22 March, a lecture on “The National Economy” will be delivered 
by Dr. Thomas C. Blaisdell, jr., chief of the division of research, National Resources 
Planning Board. Committee studies and conferences on problems will occupy the 
other days of the school week, 


Medical Department—A_ revision of Army Regulation 40-510 provides that the 
prohibition against employment of civilian dentists for other than special types of 
work shall not apply to personnel on duty without troops in foreign countries who 
May pay dentist’s charges and present account for reimbursement. Rates of pay for 
civilian dentists, carried in the superseded yersion of the regulation, have been elimi- 
hated in the revised regulation which states simply that payment for civilian dental 
Services will be allowed “at reasonable rates” approved by the Surgeon General. 


Quartermaster Corps—A total of $3,799,064.50 in contracts for the Quartermaster 
Corps was approved during the period 16 to 20 Feb. by Assistant Secretary of War 
Johnson. Included in the contracts were $676,686.48 for construction, principal items 
of which were a headquarters and administrative building at Chanute Field, a post 
exchange at Hickam Field, T. H., and temporary barracks and mess hall at Westover 
Field, Mass. Clothing and equipage amounting to $382,285.30 was ordered, and con 
tracts were placed for $2,634,692.72 worth of motor vehicles, including 107 six-wheel 
drive cargo trucks, 498 2\%-ton six-wheel drive light trucks and S02 half-ton four 
Wheel drive trucks. 

Two tugs and two barges were ordered for the water transport branch at a total 
cost of $105,450, which includes delivery of the tugs in Panama. 


General Pershing Writes on Health Problems—In response to a request by Repre- 
*entative Louis Ludlow, of Ind., on the question of the need for combatting venereal 
diseases in the states with Federal funds through the Public Health Service, General 
John J. Pershing, General of the Armies of the United States, transmitted the follow- 
ing statement to the Indiana legislator: “Upon our entry into the World War it was 
Well known that these diseases had always been a serious handicap to the effective- 


ness of armies. At the outset, therefore, we instituted regulations by which we were 
able to keep the incidence of venereal diseases at a lower rate than ever before known 
in our own or any other army. A very different and appalling national situation is 
presented by statistics today. As military preparedness depends largely upon the 
health of our Nation, the prevalence of these diseases would be a serious problem in 





a national emergency. 


Moreover, we owe it to posterity to do something about it. 


“The Public Health Service has undertaken to solve this problem, and I am grati- 
fied to know that you and the Appropriations Committee are interested in its im- 


portance, 


Representative Ludlow stated that in considering the problem of venereal diseases 
from a national defense viewpoint, “I thought of General Pershing as the highest 


authority whem I could consult.”

Other outstanding programs 
scheduled for the near future include a 
television broadcast of the St. Patrick’s 
Day Parade, and for the first time on 
Easter Sunday morning, church services 
from the NBC television studio. 

“Second, an active merchandising cam 
paign is being announced by the RCA 
Manufacturing Company, in which the 
new RCA-Victor television and radio 
receivers will be offered at moderate 
prices. The new receivers have’ been 
priced on the basis of quantity produc- 
tion before volume = sules have’ been 
reached, a reversal of usual merchandis- 
ing methods. 

“Third, our invention of a television 
radio relay system, as recently an- 
nounced, provides the means for inter 
connecting television transmitters for 
simultaneous delivery of programs in 


centers outside New York, Our initial 
step will be to construct such a relay 
system between New York and Phila 
delphia, and thereby enable these two 
great metropolitan centers to exchange 
news programs, and the varied forms 
of education and entertainment made 


possible by television.” 

It is anticipated that later Washing- 
ton, Boston and other cities will be in- 
terconnected by this method, so that 
eventually television program series may 
be extended to cover the nation.

Army and Navy Bishop at 


Benning 

rt. Benning, Ga.—“KEvery day I bless 
God for the discipline of the Army and 
Navy which teaches a goodly group of our 
young men to think of others as well as 
themselves,” said Bishop John F. O'Hara, 
former president of Notre Dame univers- 
ity, in the course of a broadcast last Sun- 
day on the prevalence of crime among 
American youth, 

Speaking over the Columbus, Ga., radio 
station, the distinguished Catholic pre- 
late, who is now head of the Catholie 
Diocese of the Army and Navy, made the 
statement apropos of figures on crime 
which he said had been mailed him by J. 
Kdgar Hoover, director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. 

“The crimes, for which these young peo- 
ple are arrested,” Bishop O'Hara said, 
“show that their thought is for the plea- 
sure of a moment, with no sense of re- 
sponsibility to God, to neighbor, to them- 
selves, 

“Every day I bless God for the discip- 
line of the Army and Navy which teaches 
a goodly group of our young men to think 
of others as well as themselves, to re- 
strain a present impulse for a future 
good. In like manner I bless God for the 
camps of the Civilian Conservation Corps, 
for the measure of discipline they impart 
to the young men who leave the tempta- 
tions of idleness and train their bodies, 
their minds, and their wills in rugged 
physical labor, And I only regret that for 
young women no similar natural form of 
discipline is devised—for, sad to say, 
nearly 10 percent of the arrests listed be- 
tween the ages of 18 to 24 last year were 
of women. 

“But important as are natural means,” 
he said, “they pale into insignificance 
when compared with the super-natural 
means that flow from a sturdy belief in 
God, Alongside the sordid picture of na- 
tional decay, I can point to a renewed 
interest in religion on the part of young 
people, to a thirst for instruction in re- 
ligion, for knowledge of God; I can point 
to a vigorous, manly, virtuous piety on 
the part of hundreds of thousands of 
young people who have seen enough to 
know that man trusting in himself has 
made this world a bedlam.” 

The bishop, who arrived at Ft. Benning 
last Saturday and remained there until 
Monday morning, officiated at various re- 
ligious exercises while at the post. He 
was the house guest of Catholic Chaplain 
Joseph R. Koch during his visit.

with the coordination and general direc- 
tion of all other operations of the Naval 
Establishment, except that in the case of 
activities which are otherwise industrial 
in character, such coordination and gen- 
eral direction shall be limited to the mili- 
tary operating features thereof.” 

The compensation of the Special Assis- 
tant to the Secretary of the Navy would 
be $10,000 per year ; the rank of the Chief 
of the Bureau of Ships would be the same 
as that of the rest of the Bureau chiefs 
and he would hold office under the same 
conditions, 

The bill abolishes provision for an 
undersecretary for aeronautics, provided 
in 1926, which post has not been occupied 
for the past several years. 

To head the Bureau of Ships, it is pro- 
vided that an officer must “be specially 
qualified and experienced in naval engi- 
neering or naval architecture.” Officers 
holding the post of Chief of the Bureau 
of Engineering and Chief of the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair upon date of 
enactment of the measure, would retain 
rank, pay, allowances and _ retirement 
privileges. The heads of divisions in the 
Bureau of Ships would be required to be 
experienced in naval architecture and 
naval engineering. Provision is made for 
the transfer of personnel of the consoli- 
dated bureaus to the Bureau of Ships or 
other government departments, together 
with equipment and unexpended = ap- 
propriations. 

Representative Carl Vinson, Chairman 
of the House Naval Affairs Committee, 
said late this week that his committee 
will hold hearings on the measure, report 
it to the House and seek enactment as 
soon as possible. 

Secretary Edison in announcing the 
shifting of hull armor installations from 
the Bureau of Ordnance to the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair staied that the 
change had in most details completed the 
reorganization of shipbuilding bureaus 
begun with creation of the oflice of Co- 
ordinator of Shipbuilding. 

The Secretary stated that the trans- 
fer was not prompted by any inefliciency 
on the part of the Bureau of Ordnance. In 
fact, he emphasized, that bureau had 
functioned very capably, as well as it 
possibly could under “the clumsy inter- 
bureau setup.” 

Mr. Edison stated that to have one 
bureau design a ship’s frame and interior 
layout and have another put her armor 
on her, was like having two architects 
design a house, one of whom must build 
the frame while the other built the walls, 
with the designer of the frame responsible 
for location of openings in those walls. 
The Navy Secretary described the latest 
reorganization as another step in his pro- 
gram to eliminate duplication of effort in 
the Navy Department, and said steps 
would be taken to give legal effect to the 
mergers ordered. 

The Secretary's reorganization order 
stated: 

“1. Purusant to the authority vested in 
me by law to distribute the business of 
the Navy Department among the Bureaus 
thereof, I order the following business, 
heretofore under the cognizance of the 
Bureau of Ordnance, transferred to the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair 

“All matters relating to such armor, 
ballistic steel, special treatment steel, ete.. 
as form part of the hull structure of 
naval vessels or are rigidly attached 
thereto, except that all proof testing shall 
remain under the cognizance of the Bu- 
reau of Ordnance, 

“2. The Bureaus and Offices concerned 
will take action accordingly. 

“3. The Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
will act for the Secretary of the Navy 
where necessary in connection with work- 
ing out the details of this transfer with 
the Bureaus and Offices. He will also take 
the necessary action in connection with 
the 1942 budget and appropriation bill.” 

Some members of the subcommittee 
were inclined to be critical of Mr. Edi- 
son’s move on the grounds that he should 
have first consulted the group which has 
the entire matter under consideration. 

The subcommittee’s last meeting, on 
Friday, 8 March, was devoted to hearing 
and cross-examining Capt. ©. W. Fisher, 





(CC), USN, Director of Shore Establish- 
ments, who presented a forceful indict- 
ment of the present Navy organization 
and declared that “I am one that feels 
that this nearly one-billion dollar ap- 
propriation for the United States Navy 
is about the peak. The indications are 
that our expenditures for the Navy will 
drop from now on, and they should drop. 
We should, therefore, get more for the 
Navy from each dollar appropriated than 
we get now and I believe that it is possi- 
ble to do that.” 

He charged that present law, which 
prohibits the Secretary from distributing 
the business of the Offices of the Navy 
Department (Office of Naval Operations, 
Otlice of the Secretary and Office of the 
Judge Advocate General) in the same 
manner that he is empowered to adjust 
the business of the Bureaus of the Navy 
Department, and the various laws that 
have been passed delegating activities to 
specific Bureaus and Offices, tie the hands 
of the Secretary in effecting an efficient 
reorganization from within. 

He said that it is his opinion that by 
law, the Secretary of the Navy must dele- 
gate all Department business to the va- 
rious Bureaus and cannot retain such 
functions as he may see fit in his own 
oflice, Captain Fisher told the committee 
that although the inefficiencies of the 
present organization have been apparent 
for 15 or 20 years, nothing has been done 
about it. He said, “In my opinion there 
are many, many things that could and 
should be improved. Some of them are 
very important, and something can be 
done about it by this Committee and by 
the Congress.” 

Admiral Stirling Writes 

Rear Adm. Yates Stirling, USN-Ret., 
in the March issue of Current History, 
charges that “the core of the Navy's 
trouble is-—-and always has been—its 
complicated and cemented bureaucracy.” 

Admiral Stirling, strongly advocating 
the organization of the Navy Depart- 
ment on a General Staff basis, declares 
that “Mistakes are never brought out 
into the open for airing or correction 
but are prepetuated under a blanket of 
silence and self-righteousness thicker 
than the thickest steel plates on the 
new battleships.” 

Ile cites the fact that in all first class 
navies except that of the United States, 
and in all first class armies, the General 
Staff system is in effect. Countering the 
contention of some naval authorities that 
the present Bureau system is in effect a 
General Staff system, Admiral Stirling 
states that this should be legalized and 
given the proper name and authority. 
The connecting ties between the Bureaus 
at present, he says, come from the same 
spool of red tape.

(Continued from First Page) 
and last month was able to announce (as 
reported in the 24 Feb. issue of the Army 
AND NAVY JOURNAL) that it would enroll 
various types of medical technologists 
who are willing to serve in the medical 
departments of the Army and Navy, “If 
and when their services are required at 
the time of a national emergency.” The 
Navy has stated that it prefers its appli 
cants actually to enlist in the Naval Re- 
serve. It also does not require the fol- 
lowing technicians who will be enrolled 
for the Army only: 


Dieticians (male and female); meat 
and = dairy hygienists (inspectors) 
(male); occupational therapy aides 


(male and female), and orthopedic me- 
chanics (male). 

Enrolled for both Services will be: 

Chemical laboratory technicians 
(male); dental hygienists (male and fe- 
male) ; dental mechanics (male) ; labora- 
tory technicians (male and female): 
nurses (male) who will not be members 
of the Nurse Corps but will be used as 
technologists ; pharmacists (male and fe 
male); physical therapy technicians 
(aides) (male and female); statistical 
clerks (male and female), and X-ray 
technicians (male and female). 

In event of emergency enrolled male 
technologists who meet the required 
physical standards will be eligible for en- 
listment as noncommissioned officers of 





the Army or petty officers of the Navy. 
Women and men who do not qualify 
physically will be eligible for employ- 
ment by the Army as civilians. 

The Red Cross invites all qualified per- 
sons described above to write to National 
Headquarters in Washington for full in- 
formation. 

An idea of the mobilization problem 
facing the Medical Department is appar- 
ent from the fact that, in the first four 
months after M-day, the enlisted strength 
must be jumped from present authorized 
strength of 13,276 regulars and about 20,- 
000 National Guardsmen, to 118,000 men. 
Similar increases, of course, will be under 
way in all arms and services, but for 
every 1,000 men brought into the Medical 
Department, 450 must possess some kind 
of skill. About 225 must have training in 
various medical techniques: about the 
same number must be common specialists. 

The 118,000 Medical Department en- 
listed men in the Protective Mobilization 
Force will include nearly 20,000 medical 
specialists and about 15,000 common spe- 
cialists, 

Medical specialists are needed in large 
numbers in the various units, base and 
general hospitals, Corps Area service 
commands and War Department Over- 
head, for many types of work—medical, 
dental, laboratory, pharmacy, sanitary, 
surgical, veterinary and X-ray. 

Common specialists must embrace types 
of skills varying from that required of 
chauffeurs and motorcyclists, to trained 
cooks, hospital mess sergeants and auto- 
mobile mechanics. 

The bulk of the medical specialists must 
be inducted into service within 90 days 
after mobilization day. On that basis, it 
is estimated that about 10,000 of them 
should be trained and equipped and avail- 
able for service within a month after M- 
day, and the bulk of the remainder within 
four months after mobilization. 

Briefly, the number of enlisted medical 
specialists now in the Regular Army and 
National Guard must be expanded many 
times within a short period after mobili- 
zation day to meet the needs of the Pro- 
tective Mobilization Plan. This is a task 
of no small size, and the assistance of the 
Red Cross in setting up its roster of 
trained specialists will greatly facilitate 
the carrying out of that job.

He was ap 
pointed Assistant Quartermaster General 
on 6 Feb. 1935 and became Quartermaster 
General of the Army on 1 April 1936.

PEEDY action on the bill amending 

the Coast Guard commissioned per- 
sonnel retirement law was forecast this 
week as Committee attaches of the House 
Committee on Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries stated that the measure proba- 
bly will be placed on the unanimous con- 
sent calendar of the House. Under this 
procedure, the bill may be called up, and, 
if unobjected to, passed. This calendar 
is called up for consideration on the first 
and third Monday of each month. 


Would Consolidate Facilities 

The louse Committee on Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries has reported out 
a bill, HR 8537, which authorizes the 
consolidation of the depot of the former 
Lighthouse Service at Seattle, Wash., 
and the offices of the district commander 
of the Coast Guard at Seattle. The mea- 
sure also authorizes the expenditure of 
$8,500 for the acquisition of a site for 
the construction of an aid to navigation 
station at Chatanooga, Tenn. 


Advanced Retired Rank 

Representative James A. O'Leary, of 
N. Y., this week introduced a bill, H.R. 
8856, which provides that any commis- 
sioned or warrant officer of the Coast 
Guard heretofore or hereafter retired ac- 
cording to law in a grade not higher than 
that of captain, be advanced one grade 
on the retired list if such officer served 
during the War with Spain, the Philip- 
pine Insurrection, the Chinese Rebellion 
or the World War. Officers who hold or 
will hold advanced rank on the retired 
list by the benefits of any other Act would 
not come under the bill, ILR. 8856. No 
advancement in retired pay would be 
given. The bill has been referred to the 
Ilouse Committee on Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries.

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battery on date of approval of the new 
tables of organization. If the service bat- 
tery is at the same station as the head- 
quarters battery, it will be combined with 
that unit. One of the two captains com- 
manding will be transferred to the regi- 
mental staff. There will be no other 
changes in the organization of the two 
batteries. 

The maintenance strength of the regi- 
ment as a whole will be increased by 
about 50 men. This will, however, cause 
no change at this time, since under the 
emergency expansion, the regiments are 
above maintenance strength. 


Officer Increase in CAC 

Three types of Coast Artillery harbor 
defense regiments are being set up by the 
new tables of organization. Each type 
will have a headquarters battery, a 
searchlight battery and a battalion of 
anti-aircraft guns. Type A will have two 
battalions of seacoast artillery; type B 
will have one battalion of seacoast artil- 
lery and Type C will have three battalions 
of seacoast artillery. The type of regi- 
ment is determined by the amount of 
armament to be manned by the unit at its 
usual station. All of the existing regi- 
ments will get searchlight batteries, some 
will gain gun batteries, some will lose 
them. 

A detailed directive putting the new 
organization into effect will be issued 
about 15 April. There must be a wholesale 
redesignation of units. The alphabetical 
designation of batteries must begin with 
the seacoast batteries and end with the 
anti-aircraft batteries, regardless of the 
uumber of seacoast artillery battalions, 
and in the AA battalions, the two-gun bat- 
teries must have letters lower than those 
borne by the machine gun battery. 

It will be noted that the reorganization 
will give the National Guard 11 full bat- 
talions of anti-aircraft guns which may 
be used separately if an emergency should 
ever indicate such employment desirable. 

The reorganization will be carried out 
within the limits of present allotments to 
the regiments. This will result in bat- 
teries of varying sizes, All regiments will 
gain additional oflicers as a result of the 
reorganization.

155-mm Gun Regiments 

The three 155-mm gun regiments, now 
carried as Coast Artillery (heavy trac- 
tor), will be designated as Coast Artillery 
(15-mm gun). The bands will be made 
separate units of the regiments and the 
battalion combat trains rendered inactive. 
The National Guard Bureau will redesig- 
hate all units within the three regiments 
—the 244th, New York; the 252nd, North 
Carolina, and the 250th, California. Two 
15-mm gun units—the 258th, New York, 
and the 2nd Battalion, 144th, California, 
Which are carried as Field Artillery Regi- 
mMents—will not be affected by the change. 

Horsemen Get Cannon 

Last of the changes is the conversion 
of the 111th Cavalry, New Mexico, to the 
“ith Coast Artillery (anti-aircraft). 
This unit, a part of the General Head- 
quarters Reserve, and the only separate 
‘avalry regiment in that reserve (there is 
4 separate brigade in Texas) will get 
three additional oflicers and 145 men from 
tnallotted troops of the National Guard 
ureau. 

The horse regiment consisted of a head- 
@arters troop, machine gun troop, medi- 
fal department detachment, band, and 
three squadrons of two troops each. The 
anti-aircraft regiment will have a head- 
quarters battery, medical department de- 














tachment, band, a first battalion consist- 
ing of a searchlight battery and three 
gun batteries, and a second battalion con- 
sisting of automatic weapons batteries 
(37-mm AA and machine guns).

General Babbitt, who twice served in Wash- 
ington, D. C., as Assistant to the Chief of 
Ordnance, was born at Watervliet Arsenal, N. 
., 25 July 1862. He graduated from = the 
United States Military Academy in June, 
ISS4, and was commissioned a 2nd lieutenant 
of Artillery. 

General Babbitt first served with the Sth

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Ft. Lewis to Get New Units 


While losing the heaquarters and some 
units of the Sixth Division, Ft. Lewis, 
Wash., will be the permanent station of 
two tank companies and Infantry and 
Medical units under the changes of or- 
ganizational stations decided upon by the 
War Department. The headquarters and 
Military Police company of the 6th Divi- 
sion, formerly stationed at Ft. Lewis, as 
well as the 6th Division Field Artillery 
Section and the 30th Field Artillery, will 
go to Ft. Des Moines, lowa, for permanent 
station following the completion of the 
Third Army Maneuvers. 

In place of these units Ft, Lewis will 
get Company VD, 68th Infantry (old 2nd 
Tank Company) and Company IF, 68th 
Infantry (old 7th Tank Company), light 
tank units which formerly were stationed 
at Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., and Ft. Snell- 
ing, Minn., respectively. Also coming to 
Ft. Lewis for permanent station will be 
the Infantry Section of the Third Divi- 
sion, from Vancouver Barracks, Wash., 
and the 3rd Medical Battalion from Let- 
terman General Hospital. 

Short on Officer and Non-Coms Quarters 

Under present plans the new troops will 
be quartered in semi-permanent concrete 
block barracks. The present garrison of 
the post already exceeds the capacity of 
quarters for officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers of the first three grades. 
Quarters and accommodations are avail- 
able for personnel on, commutation status 
in several settlements around American 
Lake and in auto camps in Olympia and 
in Tacoma, at distances varying from five 
to 17 miles from the post. 

The public schools of DuPont, which is 
adjacent to Ft. Lewis, have facilities to 
include the first year of high school. 
Facilities for second year high school and 
above are available in Clover Park and 
Tacoma, respectively 8 and 17 miles from 
the post. Busses provide transportation 
to and from school. 

Hunting and fishing are good and with- 
in a short distance of the post. 

The cost of living compares favorably 
with most military stations. 

PX and Recreation Facilities 

The Post Exchange carries a full line of 
groceries and meats, The same supplies 
are obtainable in the town of DuPont, 
adjacent to the Post. 

Tacoma is 17 miles and Seattle 47 
miles from It. Lewis. Shops are reason- 
able in both places. Servants of suitable 
type are rather searce. However wages 
for servants in this locality compare 
favorably with wages paid at other sta- 
tions. 

There are several tennis courts on the 
Post. The reservation comprises about 
62,000 acres and offers wonderful oppor- 
tunities for horseback riding. The Tacoma 
Golf and Country Club is about five miles’ 
drive from the Post. The Post has an 


attractive 9 hole course and club house* 


now open and the last 9 holes will be 
opened during the Spring of 1940, There 
is a beach and club house for officers at 
American Lake, two miles from the Post.

The Air Corps Tactical School landing 
field at Maxwell Field, Ala., is being en- 
larged considerably and its night lighting 
facilities improved. Enlargement of the 
field is being effected by the extension of 
the boundary marker lights, 

The project was commenced 1 Feb, and 
is now about 50% completed. It is ex- 
pected to be finished by 1 April. The cost 
of the new equipment is estimated to be 
$15,000 and the installation will involve 
an expenditure of approximately $7,000, 

All plans for the changed lighting sys- 
tem were perfected by technicians from 
the U. S. Army Corps ‘Material Division, 
Wright Field, Ohio. The special equip- 
ment necessary for the installation was 
also contracted for by that agency and 
shipped to Maxwell Field. 

Maj. George 8S. Deaderick, constructing 
quartermaster at the A.C. 'T..S. who is in 
charge of the project, said that the banks 
of flood lights which were being installed 
for three runways will greatly facilitate 
night landings. Incidentally, the runways 
are to be lighted at both ends. This phase 
of the program is partially in operation 
and pilots who have been doing night fly- 





ing recently said the revamped lighting 
system is a decided supplement to the old. 





Benning Greets Gen. Lynch 

Fort Benning, Ga.—The birthday of 
Maj. Gen. George A. Lynch, Chief of 
Infantry, was observed Tuesday, 12 
March, at Ft. Benning, Ga., with an in- 
formal early morning program that came 
as a surprise to him. 

At 7:30 A. M., when the Infantry’s 
Chief was about to leave his temporary 
quarters at the Officers’ Club, the band 
of the 29th Infantry, which had taken 
station on the front lawn, started the 
program by playing Happy Birthday. 

For the next half hour, while the band 
continued to play appropriate airs, offi- 
cers commanding Infantry School organ- 
izations and in charge of Fort Benning 
activities called on General Lynch in the 
club lobby to extend their congratula- 
tious. Joining them in wishing many 
happy returns of the day were friends 
now stationed at Fort Benning whose 
army service has embraced tours of duty 
with General Lynch at some time during 
the forty-one years that have elapsed 
since he entered the United States Mili- 
tary Academy. 

In that time General Lynch has served 
the Infantry, the army and the country 
in broad and varied fields. Noteworthy 
is the citation that accompanied the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal given him at 
the end of the World War. It reads: 

“For exceptionally meritorious and = dis- 
tinguished services. As a member of the 
Training Section, General Headquarters, he 
was chiefly responsible for the revision of the 
Infantry Drill Regulations. In this important 
task he displayed a broad grasp of the tac 
tical lessons of the war and showed sound 
judgment in adapting their priniciples to 
American needs, capabilities, and character 
istics, thereby rendering services of signal 
worth to the American Expeditionary 
Forces.” 

Other events in his career that give an 
idea of the type of man who has been the 
army’s No, 1 Infantryman for the past 
three years are the following: 

Three tours, War Department General 
Staff; Chief of Staff, SOth Division, A. FE. 
F.; Training Section, General Headquar- 
ters, A. KE. F.; No. 1 Assistant to NRA’s 
General Hugh Johnson; in command of 
U. S. Army Forces in China. 

General Lynch, whose office is in 
Washington, is a frequent official visitor 
at Fort Benning, where both the Infantry 
School and the Infantry Board operate 
under his supervision. On his present 
trip, he arrived on 2 March 1940. 

Born in Iowa on 12 March 1880, he 
entered the Military Academy from that 
state in 1899, and was commissioned a 
second lieutenant of Infantry in 19038.

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Aviation in Land Warfare 
BY COL. T. BENTLEY MOTT

N the World War fighting in the air 

was to a large extent a matter of in- 
dividual skill and daring, a sort of a 
nursery from which came famous spe- 
cialists in a new field of combat. This is 
no longer the case. The army of the air 
js composed of large and small units, 
very much as are the land and sea forces, 
and while it exercises its action in inti- 
mate liaison with the other services, it 
now has its own strategy and tactics; its 
jmportance is too evident to need any 
comment. In what concerns the opera- 
tions of an air-force against targets on 
the ground, it is possible to draw a num- 
per of fairly exact conclusions from the 
campaign in Polané. On the other hand, 
it would be premature to try as yet to 
define its strategical and tactical methods 
in a more equal struggle, such as is pre- 
sented on the French front (for the war 
in this theatre has not begun in the air 
any more than it has on the ground). 
When we reach this point of the subject, 
therefore, we will have to be content with 
certain observations having a suggestive 
interest only. In what concerns the mari- 
time action of the air-forces, already 
marked by a number of important events, 
it will be possible to find a few practical 
illustrations that will throw light upon 
questions Which have for a long time 
heen the subject of theoretical discussion. 

What took place in Poland furnishes 
proof of a fact quite easy to foresee, 
namely, that a great disproportion of air 
forces between two adversaries can rapid- 
ly decide the fate of a war. Where this 
disproportion does not exist and the two 
air-forces are fairly equal, the old rule 
still holds good that it is the infantry, 
supported by the other arms, which must 
conquer and occupy the disputed terrain 
and decide the final victory. This is what 
happened during the Spanish war as in 
those which preceded it. On the con- 
trary, where a marked disequilibrium 
exists, the stronger aviation can force 
its enemy to ask for mercy. 

The surprise attack of the German air 
forces against Poland was first directed 
against the latter’s aviation, causing it 
serious loss. It had been prepared in all 
of its details: the squadrons were ready 
to take off, their targets had been recon- 
noitred and at day-break on 1 Sept. hun- 
dreds of German airplanes started upon 
precise missions, 

The tactical method most generally 
employed against an aviation center was 
the following: a reconnaissance plane 
lew over the field with the object of 
guiding a squadron of nine bombers, the 
latter being protected by pursuit planes, 
In approaching their target the bombers 
flew at from 9,000 to 12,000 feet altitude ; 
they then descended by groups of three 
toa height of about 3,000 feet before 
dropping their bombs. This they did in a 
single salvo or else by executing one or 
more round trips. The operation was 
cmpleted by the action of the pursuit 
planes; these machine-gunned the Polish 
jlanes on the ground and the personnel 
of the camp. 

When the bombers dropped their pro- 
jectiles in a dive, the procedure was dif- 
ferent. The reconnaissance plane de- 
wended to a low altitude and marked 
out the target by laying a circle of smoke 
‘round it, thus permitting the bombers, 
4% they came up, to execute their dive 
toward a clearly defined area. 

These bombing operations were exe- 
‘ited several times a day against the 
‘ame aviation field, so as to prevent the 
damage effected from being repaired. 
The bombs used were of various models, 
many of 500 and 1,000 pounds. On hard 
stound they produced enormous craters, 
iut on very soft ground they did not ex- 
jlode, The damage they caused was con- 
‘iderable to both planes and runways. 
About twenty per cent of the former were 
destroyed at the very start and the take- 
of grounds rendered impracticable. 

Without counting these initial losses 
due to surprise attack, the numerical and 
echnical superiority of the German 
jlanes was incontestable. 

The Polish ships were above all too 
‘low, and this inferiority could be coun- 





terbalanced by no amount of heroism. 
The Polish anti-aircraft artillery in- 
flicted some loss upon the Germans; but 
their guns were localized (as, for ex- 
ample, at Warsaw) and tied to given em- 
placements. This permitted the German 
aviation to operate with impunity over 
most of the territory and to quickly gain 
mastery of the air. It was this mastery 
which enabled it to cooperate in the rapid 
action of motorized units: making recon- 
naissances, guiding them, giving clear in- 
formation. It indicated where centers of 
resistance existed, not for the purpose of 
enabling the columns to attack, but to 
guide them around these centers, so that 
they could proceed undelayed upon their 


missions. Where necessary, the planes 
facilitated this advance by flying low 


and machine-gunning or bombing columns 
of troops, thus disorganizing their action. 
It was to the aviation that was confided 
the mission of attacking objectives which 
the armored columns had avoided, such 
as towns, villages and railway stations. 

We can thus see what can be accom- 
plished by an air-force which does not 
have to fear opposition from the air or 
greatly consider that coming from the 
ground. It can descend to low altitude, 
bombard and machine-gun columns, con- 
voys, command posts, electric plants, 
railway stations, and other vital organs; 
it can spread fear and disorder, and play 
an enormous role in breaking down re- 
sistance. 

The conclusion to be drawn is that the 
air-forces of a country must be main- 
tained equal or superior to those of the 
enemy and that the capacity of replace- 
ment must at all times be kept on a par 
with his; the second and most important 
point lies in the quality of the materiel. 
Hlowever good this is at the start of war, 
it would be fatal not to seek improvement 
from the very beginning. A slight techni- 
cal superiority may make up for numeri- 
eal inferiority ; capacity to manufacture 
and determination to improve models 
during the conflict may have an enormous 
influence upon its outcome, 

On the front in Franee the struggle in 
the air has in no way resembled what 
took place in Poland; instead of present- 
ing the characteristics of a preconceived 
plan thoroughly carried out, it has been 
little more than a series of episodes and 
accidentally provoked encounters, these 
having no connection with what was tak- 
ing place on the ground, since fighting 
there is practically non-existent. The Ger- 
man aviation has made no mass attack 
and no bombardment on French territory. 
During the mobilization and concentra- 
tion of the French and British armies it 
was for the most part occupied in Poland. 
On their side the French and British un- 
dertook no aggressive action from the 
air; both were occupied in putting their 
military machines in place and they were 
glad to find that this operation was not 


disturbed by the German aviation. In- 
numerable troop-trains, following each 


other at a few minutes interval, railway- 
stations packed with embarking or dis- 
embarking soldiers, ships loaded with 
British contingents crossing the Channel, 
were none of them attacked. A sort of 
truce in the air seemed to have been ac- 
cepted, 

On their side the French and British 
had no interest in starting hostilities in 
the air. For several years Germany’s 
aviation factories had been working at 
capacity, whereas British and French 
production had hardly got underway. On 
1 Sept. the Germans had a numerical su- 
periority which the Allies believed could 
be cut down rapidly by their own efforts 
and by the planes they expected to get 
from America, The training of new 
pilots was proceeding at many aviation 
schools with instruction planes which 
were only then being delivered. The Al- 
lies believe, and no one can yet say 
whether they are right or wrong, that the 
truce in the air has given them a close 
approach to equality in numbers and a 
superiority in the types of machine now 
being delivered in quantity. 

Attacks from the air against either of 
the fortified lines would seem to be 
doomed to failure. The bombs which Ger- 
man planes transport can produce (at 
least up to the present) no decisive effect 
upon the Maginot forts; nor can those of 
the Allies do serious harm to the main 
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defenses of the Siegfried Line (these, 
it may be said in passing, are particular- 
ly difficult to spot); however, neither 
adversary has made any effort in this 
direction. 

The Allied aviation has devoted itself 
mostly to reconnaissance work. It seems 
probable that the French had less ae- 
curate information concerning the Sieg- 
fried Line than the Germans possessed 
in regard to the Maginot Line. The latter 
was constructed years ago and German 
espionage has been at work on it for a 
long time; the Siegfried Line has been 
laid down only recently and French es- 
pionage has not had so good an oppor- 
tunity to establish its characteristics, For 
these reasons thorough photographing of 
all defences became important for the Al- 
lies. The Germans, of course, undertook 
the same work, especially for the purpose 
of locating the most recent works; but 
they have been less persistent in this field 
than the Allies. The British especially 
have undertaken long distance recon- 
naissances for the purpose of familiariz- 
ing pilots with aerial routes; they have 
also dropped many propaganda tracts. 
The losses have been extremely small. 
German planes have been, far less active 
over French territory than over British. 





Special Naval Situations 

The United States Meet is preparing 
for probably one of the most significant 
and important exercises ever held in 
peace time. Beginning the first week in 
April, Fleet Problem 21, will, according to 
Admiral J. O. Richardson, commander- 
in-chief of the Fleet, be designed “to in 
crease the effectiveness of all types of 
surface ships, submarines, and aircraft, 
and to cover as far as practicable some 
of the special naval situations that have 
occurred during the current European 
conflict.” 

Already in the Hawaiian area is the 
main bulk of the Scouting Force, which 
with all of its vessels under command of 
Vice Admiral Adolphus Andrews will 
constitute one of the two Fleets which 
will be in opposition in the main portion 
of the Problem. The opposing Fleet will 
be the Battle Force under Admiral C, I. 
Snyder. Altogether Admiral Richardson, 
who will act as Chief Umpire, states that 
there well be engaged a total of 130 surf 
ace ships, 350 aircraft, and 2,500 officers 
and 40,000 enlisted men. 


Protection of Battleships 

Of the “special naval situations” de 
veloping from the war in Europe which 
doubtless will be the subject of test and 
study during the exercises will be the 
problem of protecting battleships at 
anchor. The success of the Germans in 
penetrating the land-locked Scapa Flow 
and sending the battleship Royal Oak to 
the bottom by a torpedo while she swung 
at anchor, forced the British to abandon 
What formerly had been considered a 
relatively secure anchorage and to keep 
her vessels, by her own admission, cruis 
ing in nearby waters. 

The incident presented an even greater 
problem to our Fleet, for its main Pacifie 
anchorage is in Lahaina Roads which is 
much more exposed than Scapa Flow. 
Lahaina Roads being only partially pro 
tected by the ishinds of Molokai, Maui 
and Lanai, is approachable from many 
different directions, yet the battleships 
must anchor there for want of a better 
protected area. It was in search of some 
adequate protection for such a situation 
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that President Roosevelt sought to have 
Congress appropriate some $25,000,000 
for anti-submarine nets and other pro- 
tective equipment. However, Congress 
turned down the item and unless it is re- 
stored by the Senate and retained by the 
conferees this means must wait until an- 
other year for testing. Unless other me- 
chanical protection or warning methods 
ure developed, the heavy “backbone” of 
the United States Fleet may be forced to 
“keep moving” instead of resting in the 
anchorage. 

While the British necessity for keeping 
her ships at sea instead of laying up in 
harbor has its drawbacks it also has many 
advantages, It is true, of course, that by 
keeping constantly cruising more fuel is 
consumed and there is more frequent need 
for engine repairs. However, there is not 
need for more frequent dry-docking, for 
a ship's bottom will foul as quickly, prob 
ably quicker, lying at rest than it will in 
motion, On the other hand constant eruis- 
ing is better for morale and training. The 
crew is always in top condition and more 
alert than when merely doing care-tak 
ing duties on a vessel swinging around a 
hook, 

British Net-Laying Vessels 

One protective measure employed by 
the British but not now available to our 
Navy is the existence of special net-laying 
vessels such as the Guardian, built in 
15. On the Guardian, nets, sinkers and 
buoys are stowed to port and starboard 
on the upper deck from just forward of 
the mainamast under the forecastle deck 
to the stern. The ship lays nets for the 
fleet which she accompanies and retrieves 
them for relaying at another time. 

As in former years, protection aguinst 
aerial bombing will constitute a main 
problem, but this time the situation will 
be shaped according to the incidents that 
have occurred in Kurope, We do not have 
any of the specialized antiaireraft vessels, 
“us now in use by the British, but it is 
hoped that the will reveal 
Whether such makeshifts hold any ad- 
vantage over our present policy of giving 
each cruiser a complement of antiaireratt 
guns and airplanes for her own defense. 

As a matter of fact our cruisers of the 
Brooklyn class (we have nine) have eight 
dual purpose five-inch antiaireraft guns 
exceptionally well placed for firing. There 
ure three on the main deck in each side, 
clear of all structures, and one on each 
side above, The Cairo class of antiair 
craft ships built by the British have only 
eight four-inch antiaireraft guns, but 
do have pompon and other smaller 
guns for low flying planes. Our Brooklyn 
class cruisers also have hangars in the 
hull right aft with elevators to bring 
them to the two catapults mounted far 
outboard, They are recovered by a re 
volving crane in the extreme stern, Thus 
we feel that these cruisers offer more pro 
tection for the fleet and themselves than 
the special antiaireraft vessels of the 
British.

Brig. Gen. Edgar C. Erickson, adjutant 
general of Massachusetts, has announced 
that examinations of enlisted men of the 
Massachusetts National Guard for ad- 
mittance to the State Military Academy 
will be held 16 June. Names of candi- 
dates must be submitted by 1 May. 

The purpose of the academy is to offer 
selected enlisted men who have shown

Reenlistment Allowance 

The Supreme Court of the United 
States now has before it a brief from 
the Department of Justice asking it to 
rehear the Court of Claims case uphold- 
ing the right of enlisted men to receive 
the reenlistment allowance for the fiscal 
years 1938 and 1939 and a brief in op 
position claiming that the decision of the 
lower court was sound and should not be 
questioned. 

If the Government's request is granted 
by the highest court, it means that that 
court will reconsider the decision of the 
Court of Claims. If the writ is denied, 
the original decision in favor of the en- 
listed men stands and the reenlistment 
bonus becomes payable to those who re 
enlisted during the period between 1 July 
1937 and 30 June 1939. 

The brief in opposition, which was filed 
8 March as reported in the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL of 9 March, was in behalf 


of Private Emmett F. Dickerson, USA, 
who brought the original case in the 
Court of Claims and who there won a 


decision that the wording of the restric- 
tive clause for the fiscal years 1938 and 
130 merely imposes a limitation upon 
the use of appropriations and did not ac- 
tually suspend the law or the right of 
the enlisted men to their allowances, 

Private Dickerson was represented by 
the law firm of King & King, with Her- 
man J. Galloway as attorney and George 
Rt. Shields, John W. Gaskins and Fred W. 
Shields of counsel, who opposed the gov- 
ernment’s brief because, (1) “The case 
does not involve questions of sufficient 
public importance to justify its considera- 
tion by this Court,” and (2) “The de 
cision by the Court of Claims is correct 
and sound,” 

Excerpts from the brief in opposition 
follow: 

“The question involved has become 
moot except for those who reenlisted 
during the fiscal years 1988 and 1939. 
Since that time there has been no statu- 
tory prohibition upon the use of existing 
appropriations for payment of the en- 
listment allowances and they are now be 
ing paid for all reenlistments after 1 July 
1930, * #* 

“Petitioner urges that an intent to 
‘suspend’ should be derived, not from the 
language of Section 402, but from the 
legislative history of a similar Act for 
the preceding fiscal year. In this con- 
nection it cites certain statements, made 
on the floor, by two individual members 
of Congress, No Committee Report was 
filed, and at most such statements can be 
necepted only as reflecting the individ- 
ual opinion of those members and can 





not be held to represent the opinion of 
the entire membership of Congress. 

“It must also be emphasized that many 
conflicting statements were made by a 
number of members of Congress in con- 
nection with the Act here involved. Sena- 
tor Byrnes, quoted by petitioner in its 
brief in introducing a Committee Amend- 
ment to another appropriation Act, con- 
taining language identical to that of the 
Act here involved, stated (S%3 Congres- 
sional Record 9189) : 

“‘*Mr. resident, the amendment of- 
fered is solely a limitation as to funds, 
and is not legislation. It limita- 
tion upon the funds appropriated in the 
bill and does not change the existing 
law.***’ 

“Senator Byrnes did, it is true, go on 
fo say that the amendment, if adopted, 
would prohibit the filing of claims for the 
allowance by the men. However, other 
members of Congress did not agree with 
the Senator as is shown by the following 
statements made by the late Representa- 
tive Bacon, who was a member of the 
Conference Committee, and Representa- 
tive Wadsworth (83 Congressional Rec- 
ord 8556, 8567) : 

“‘*Mr. Bacon. It seems to me these 
enlisted men have an excellent case in 
the Court of Claims to recover from 
the Government on the contract. 

“*Mr. Wadsworth. I am not lawyer 
enough to know about that, but T know 
in the interest of fair play this prac- 
tice should be stopped. L know it is not 
the disposition of the Committee on 
Naval Affairs to bring in a bill abolish- 
ing reenlistment allowances, yet year 
after year we find tucked away in the 
back of a deficiency appropriation bill 
a provision to the effect that no moneys 
appropriated in any act of Congress in 
this particular session shall be used 
to pay these men the money the law 
says they shall have.*** 

““Mr. Bacon. | quite agree with what 
the gentleman is saying, and I am con- 
vinced that the enlisted men of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast 
Guard have grounds for a suit against 
the Government in the Court of Claims. 
I believe the four departments so con 
cede and T hope the enlisted men bring 
that suit.’ 

“Knough of the legislative history of 
the Act here involved has been quoted to 
show that it sheds no light on the inten 
tion of Congress in enacting the Act. The 
legislative history of the Act simply con 
sists of a large mass of conflicting state 
ments and no clear intent to ‘suspend’ 
can reasonably be derived from it.”

Republican Defense Policy 

The policy of the Republican Party 
With regard to national defense expendi 
tures was enunciated to the Tlouse of 
Representatives this week during debate 
on the Vinson Naval Expansion Act by 
Representative James WL Wadsworth, 
of N.Y. Speaking for the Republican 
group, Mr. Wadsworth said, “It is con 
ceeded, we believe, that both the Army 
and the Navy should be stronger if our 
military defense is to be adequate.” Tlow 
ever, turning to the economic situation, 
and the greatly increased national debt, 
Representative Wadsworth said that 
economic considerations must also play 
a part. “Much as we would like to,” he 
said, “we cannot consider our problem 
solely in terms of soldiers and sailors, of 
divisions and battleships.” 

Reviewing the action thus far by the 
Ist and 2nd sessions of the 76th Congress 
on national defense, Mr. Wadsworth said: 

“Our 
tensitied 


heightened and in 
we see going on all 
over the world today. Recent events 
strengthen our determination that we 
shall remain at peace, and secure in that 
peace, As we plan for security we mean 
security not only in the physical or ma- 
terial sense, but, taking 
the security of our free institutions. 
“Our thoughts now turn to the pres 
ent condition of our military services. In 
order that they shall be able to perform 
the mission assigned to them, it is obvi- 
ous that we need them in adequate 
strength. It is when we come to give con- 
sideration to the strength of the services 
not only strength in numbers but es 
pecially strength in material and equip

ment of all kinds—that we find ourselves 
confronting a difficult and complicated 
circumstance, It is conceded, we believe. 
that both the Army and the Navy should 
be stronger if our military defense is to 
he adequate. We believe, further, that 
there would be little hesitation on the 
part of the Congress in adding very sub 
stantially to the present-day strength, 
especially in equipment, were it not for 
that circumstance which confronts us 
and which we must not ignore.” 

Mr. Wadsworth pointed out that when 
the United States entered the World War, 
the national debt stood at $1,100,000,00) 
and that during the 18 months of our 
participation the debt rose to $35,000, 
000,000. Tle drew an analogy between that 
situation and our situation today, when, 
if we entered war, we would start off 
with a national debt of $45,000,000,000, 

Ile cited the President's recommenda 
tion that a special tax be imposed for na 
tional defense expenditures but said that 
it would not reach the heart of the prob 
Jem. In conclusion, he said, “Such a pos 
sibility war should convince us that th 
most serious weakness in the armor of 
our national defense today is the exist 
ence of a national debt of $44,000,000,000 
There it stands, towering, ominous. Much 
us we should like to, we cannot consider 
our problem solely in terms of soldiers 
und sailors, of divisions and battleships 

“To deny that a healthy economic con 
dition is vital to our national defens 
would be absurd. Our ability to mobilix 
and maintain the resources of the country 
in a major effort depends fundamentally 
upon the strength of our national econo 
my. True, we need soldiers and. sailors 
divisions and battleships, with adequate 
modern equipment, but to secure their 
effectiveness in a long, gruelling struggle 
and at the same time to preserve our in 
stitutions, we must mend our ways. 

“It will not be an easy task. We hav 
acquired a habit difficult to cast off. Many 
of our people, thoughtless of the conse 
quences, laugh at debt and demand that 


spending shall go on. But it) must bk 
curbed, for we cannot go on this way 


und be secure in this troubled world. 

“The maintenance of our defense is 
linked with the maintenance of all othe: 
necessary activities of our Government 
At the present juncture we cannot sepa 
rate one from the other. The cost of th 
whole of them combined must be our co 
corn we strive to put our house i 
order. 

“To put it simply, our plea is that th 
Congress, and others in high authority 
reestablish thrift as a virtue in the co 
duct of government, as it is a virtue i 
the conduct of the individual.”

Business is keenly interested in’ the 
prospect of changes in the Wagner Labor 
Relations Law. This prospect grows out 
of the willingness of the President to per- 
mit amendments, which will not affect 
the principle of collective bargaining. It 
is apparently his view and that of Senator 
Wagner that the membership of the 
Board should be increased from three to 
five and its personnel reorganized, There 
they would stop. But in both Houses of 
Congress, there is a demand for sweeping 
revision as a result of the sensational 
revelations made of the Board’s opera- 
tions during the course of the investiga- 
tion conducted by the Smith Sub-commit 
tee, It is claimed by the President and 
Senator Wagner that the recommenda- 
tious of the Smith subcommittee would 
more than repeal the law, and would de- 
stroy the right of labor to enjoy economic 
equality. Their arguments will cause the 
louse Labor Committee to suggest minor 
amendments, but in both the House and 
Senate an opportunity will be provided on 
the floor for debate and a vote upon the 
more drastic proposals of Mr. Smith. 

Another matter receiving the close at 
tention of the President is the increase by 
the Senate Appropriations Committee of 
the Agricultural bill passed by the House. 
The enactment of this increase amount 
ing to S300 millions will mean that the 
National Debt limit will be exceeded un- 
less new taxes should be imposed, The 
President has informed the congressional 
lenders that there must be tax increase 
for the parity farm benefits, or the bene 
fits discarded, It is not unlikely Congress 
will augment agricultural appropriations, 
but before adjournment adopt a resolu 
tion directing the Executive to cut all 
appropriations by 10%, This would place 
upon the President the onus of offending 
pressure groups, including the farm lobby, 
in order to avoid exceeding the debt limit, 
and enable Congressmen, candidates for 
reelection, to claim they voted for the 
agricultural appropriations, and that they 
ure not responsible for the smaller bene 
fits paid to farmers. 

Security and commodity markets were 
confused by the sudden termination of the 
Russo-Finnish war.

6th Div. Units to Ft. Des Moines 


Following completion of the Third 
Army maneuvers certain field artillery 
and quartermaster units of the Sixth 


Division will move to Ft. Des Moines, 
Iowa, for permanent station. Prior to that 
time the 14th Cavalry, less Ist Squadron, 
will move from Ft. Des Moines to Ft. 
Riley, Kans., for permanent station. 

The 6th Division units which will go 
to Ft. Des Moines are the Field Artillery 
Section and the SOth Field Artillery less 
“nd Battalion (which battalion already is 
stationed at Ft. Des Moines), both of 
which formerly were stationed at Ft. 
Lewis, Wash. ; and the Headquarters and 
Headquarters Company (less Mainte 
nance Platoon) and 2nd Platoon, Com- 
pany A, all of the 7th Quartermaster 
Battalion formerly stationed at Ft. Oma- 
ha, Nebr. 

There are at Ft. Des Moines five double 
barracks, brick, two-story, with an attic 
for store room, and basement for supply 
room and toilet, with suflicient capacity to 
handle approximately ninety men in each 
half. One other half-barracks is being 
used by the CCC District Headquarters. 
Two single two-story barracks, one now 
being occupied by the 14th Cavalry Band, 
and the other by the Quartermaster De 
tachment. 

There are five single sets for field offi 
cers, eleven double sets for field officers 
or senior captains, four double sets with 
up and down apartments in each set, and 
the officers’ club containing eight apart- 
ments in addition to club rooms and bar 
in basement. These buildings are all brick, 
two story with attic and basement, some 
of the attics being finished and others un- 
finished. 

For officers the post has a chapel, offi 
cers’ club, riding hall, bowling alley (in 
Post Exchange), theatre, and cabin for 
parties at target range, 3 miles south. 

or enlisted men there are: enlisted 
men’s service club, bowling alley (in Post 
Iixehange), theatre, riding hall, chapel, 
and cabin for parties at target range, 3 
miles south, 

The Post Exchange has a grocery store 
and ment market, barber shop, tailor 
shop, sales store, and gasoline station. 
There is a sub-exchange in service club 
and theatre, 

There is a commissary (QM) located in 
Quartermaster area. The hospital is a 
combined station hospital ‘and CCC hos- 
pital with five nurses in attendance, 

The city of Des Moines, three miles 
north has a pepulation of 150,000 and af- 
fords excellent shopping facilities. The 
town of Fort Des Moines, outside of post 
has a few stores and a grade school. 
There is a high school two miles north of 
post enroute to city of Des Moines (Lin- 
coln High School), 

There are suflicient stable buildings, in 
nddition to those now converted into ga- 
rages, which can be remodeled into ga- 
rages for government vehicles. This con 
version has not been started, but will 
probably be undertaken when funds are 
allotted, 





Merchant Marine 


A new eligible list of 375 young men 
has been set up by the Maritime Com- 
mission, as the result of its second na- 
tional examination for deck and engineer 
cadets in the American merchant marine. 

Rigid scholastic and physical qualifi- 
cations reduced the number taking the 
mental test 20 Jan. from several thou- 
sand applicants to 535. Of these 375 ap- 
plicants passed successfully, 200 for en- 
gineer assignments and 175 for deck 
cadetships. 

This number is expected to be further 
reduced when final physical examination 
is given by the U. S. Public Health Ser- 
vice as each applicant is assigned to duty. 

Potential needs of the American mer- 
chant marine are expected to exhaust this 
list of eligibles within a year. Another 
examination will be held when necessary. 
As of 1 March, there were 298 cadets and 
cadet officers in training. 

Unaided Lines Help 

A great number of additional vacancies 
are to be created for cadets, it was 
learned this week by the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL, Six steamship companies which 
do not receive subsidies have agreed to 
employ cadets from the Maritime Com 
mission’s eligible list. Some of the un 
subsidized lines specify their need for 
eadet officers (cadets who have completed 
training, obtained a license, but never 
sailed under it), but the total of both cate 
gories to be employed totals 93. In addi- 
tion, other unsubsidized lines are nego 
tiating with the commission for use of 
cadets, 

Heretofore, the commission has been 
able to place its cadets aboard only its 
own vessels and subsidized ships in es 
sential foreign trades,

A Works Progress Administration al 
lotment has made possible use of unem 
ployed seamen on the refitting of the old 
ship Tusitala. Accommodations are be- 
ing installed for 125 enrollees and 30 sea- 
men caretakers, and after completion of 
the work next month, the Tusitala will be 
towed by the Coast Guard to the new 
Maritime Training Station at St. Peters 
burg, Fla., where she will serve as a sta- 
tion ship until completion of quarters 
ashore. 

The Tusitala was bought by the Mari 
time Commission for $10,000 but her hull 
was too decrepit to permit her use as a 
training vessel, 

Ask Bids On 3 Shins 

Bids were asked this week by the Mari 
time Commission on three combination 
cargo-passenger ships for the Mississippi 
Shipping Company which operates from 
New Orleans to the east coast of South 
America, 

These ships, identical with three now 
being constructed for the same company, 
will be 490 ft. long with a 65 foot beam 
and a speed of 161% knots. Each will have 
accommodations for 63 passengers. 

Lids will be opened at the offices of the 
Commission in Washington at noon, 9 
April 140.

Unity of Command 


The vital importance of unity of com 


mand and an effective blockade — is 
brought home in these days of the war 
in Kurope by the final report of Gen 
ern! Tasker II. Bliss, military repre 
seniative of the United States on the 
Supreme War Council of the World 


War, which has just been made public. 
It vas in the lack of unity of national 
purpose and will in Alliances, General 
Bliss wrote, that caused Napoleon to 
say that he would rather fight two na 
tious than one, and, better still, three 
than two. And it was on this lack that 
the Germans for a long time, and justi 
fiably so, placed their reliance. Political 
leaders first read aright the antecedeni 


causes at Caporetto. They realized also 
that it was unity of political control 
that might have warded off the Rus 
sian debacle, might have prevented the 


Roumanian collapse, and that would 
vive its real value to unity of military 


control on the Western Front. The 
General continued : 

“Napoleon was a great psychologist. He 
thoroughly understood the inherent weak 


nesses Of national political human nature. He 
himself, towards the end, fought coalitions 
with coalitions. In some of his campaigns he 
brought together under his single control a 
group of peoples, naturally hostile to each 
other, heterogeneous and dissimilar ino na 
tional instinets and longings, but not so het 
erogeneous and dissimilar the re 
cently gathered from the ends of the earth 
white, black, yellow and brown to defeat the 
Central Powers. When he was successful in 
the management of such a coalition, his sue 
cess was due to absolute unity of command 
and, as a consequence of this unity, coordina 
tion of effort. He had both political and mili 
tary unity of control. He used the single un 
divided strength of his combinations to take 
ustant advantage of whatever weakness may 
have been developed in the looser combination 
opposed to him. And when he failed, it was 
due to the same cause which held the Allied 
md Associated Powers together to the end, 
md which overcame any disposition of his 
opponents to pull apart and held them to 
gether to the bitter end overwhelming and 
ibsolute fear. No nation any longer trusted 
him. They all feared him. They knew that 
it was their ruin his. None could have 
the slightest hope that by a voluntary sepa 
rite peace it could attain its own ends better 
than by adhering to the alliance. ALL knew 
that their sole hope was in the alliance.

“So, the Allies held together without unity 
of command, with littl effort at coordination, 
ind with consequent waste of life and money. 
They held together through disaster atfer dis 
ister greater than those which have dissolved 


former coalitions. They were fighting, lit 
erally, for their national lives. It was not un 
til after many of these disasters had occurred 
that the step was taken that might have avert 


ed all of them. It was not until it seemed 
that the last dollar was extracted, the last 
available man put in the field, that it was 


seen that all resources must be pooled, which 
meant putting them under one control 


“It had been quickly realized by all the Al 
lies in the very earliest days of the struggle 
that the blockade was the most effective, the 
most certain of its results, of all the agencies 
of war available to them. Could they prevent 
the Central Powers from winning a conclusive 
military success in the field and at the 
time effectually cut off all supplies for them 
from the outside it would be only necessary 
to wait for the end. That end might, in the 
opinion of some, be more inglorious than a 
decisive vietory won by force of arms in the 
open field, but it was more certain and, in the 
long run, less costly. When the time came to 
give the coup de grace it would be found, as 
it was in fact found after the most heroie and 
costly sacrifices of mighty armies in the field, 
that the enemy resistance was no more than 
that of a fragile and empty egg-shell. 

“In these days of wars between nations in 
arms it is not possible for any of them, even 
with the most varied and abundant re 
sources, to store up in peace the supplies nee 
essary for an enormous and continued demand 
in war. There is always something that must 
be obtained abroad. And the withdrawal of 
men from productive labor makes it more 
and more difficult for a nation to utilize its 
own resources. Science may do much to pro 
vide substitutes for lacking material, but in 
war there are time limits, even if no other, to 
the operations of science. And this was true, 
in this latest war, of the Allies as well 
the Central Powers. It was this which forced 
a more and more stringent blockade, regard 
less of previous rules or of national interpreta 


sane

tions of them, much to the irritation of the 
United States and which continued until the 
United States learned that a ruthless block 


ade was to her own interest as well as to that 
of the European Allies. 


“And the character of this latest and, prob 


ably, of future wars justifies the extreme 
blockade. It will make, and it is to be hoped

world accepts this new rule, it will require a 
nation or an Alliance strong enough to defy 
the rest of the world, in order to block all 
avenues of commercial the nation

“Until recently nations at war settled their 
differences by a sort of prize fight. They 
raised limited armies which marched and 
countermarched, and fought battles, until one 
side or both had enough of it, and they agreed 
to quit with a certain division of the purse. 
The non-combatant had little to do with 
the war that he was regarded as really a non 
Ile was really the body of the 
contestants and the rules of war, like the 
“ventlomen's rules” of the prize ring, were 
made to protect him against unfair blows. 
The prize-tighter must not hit below the belt; 
the soldier must not use noxious gas. But 
suppose the prize fighter, after he has come 
to blows with his advisary and there is no 
escape, discovers that it is no longer a fight 
for a purse and half the gate money but a 
fight for life. From that moment neither con 
testant will regard the rules but will do what 
finds necessary to save his life and 
his adversary.

“It is the unhappy fact that the rules made 
to govern the parties in one war result in 
large part from the violations of the rules 
made for a previous one waged under differ 
ent conditions. When this war began the use 
of noxious gas was contrary to the rules, One 
side violated the rule and began to use it; 
then the other side used it; and now all the 
world contemplates its use in future war, And 
so the modern blockade, which grew out of a 
gradual violation of rules made for guidance 
in wars of a different character, has doubtless 
come to stay for future far the 
circumstances of the moment will permit it 
to be applied 

“From 1914 to the end of 1918 the principle 
of this blockade involved the shutting off of 
Germany and the other Central Powers from 
everything coming from the outside — food, 
clothing, fuel, material for munitions, every 
thing. It was justified and necessary because 
the war in its actual effect was against the 
nations, against every man, woman and child 
in them, and not merely against the armies 
in the field 

“Now, here was an ageney which, more than 
any other, required in its application abso 
lute unity of purpose and object and a com 
mon plan which no commander in the fleld, no 
minister in the Cabinet, should for a moment 
from sight. Bad as it may be, lack

necessarily prejudicing the general 
ut an extreme and successful block 
ade can permit failure, anywhere, in its 
operation. 

“In the great siege to which the Central 
Powers were then being subjected there were 
times when it seemed that their peoples must 
be eating their last crop. The Allied navies 
had shut them off from all lands beyond the 
seas from which, in times of peace, they had 
drawn so much of their food and raw mate 
rial. On land they were shut in on the east 
by Russia, and fear prevented the then neu 
tral Roumania from giving them much as 
sistance. On the west, in Belgium and France, 
they were blocked by the armies of three 
Allies while, in the southwest, Italy shut them 
in. There was little for them to gain in Serbia 
except the bare while the Allied fleets 
prevented the smuggling to them through that 
territory of supplies from the outside world 
as they prevented it, to a large extent, through 
the neutral territories of Switzerland, Holland 
nud Seandinavia 

“When this circle was nearly complete 
the signs began to appear of the black fates 
of death impending over Russia, She was 
like one of Homer's demi-gods on the plains 
of Troy, leaning on her spear, faint and spent 
with the toils of combat, and bleeding from 
many wounds.
